RIYADH. Dec. 17 (SPA) — Crown 
Prince Abdullah, the first deputy premier and 
commander of the National Guard. Friday, 
folknvmgtbe directive of King Fahdl made an 
appeal to all Saudi Arabian naiinnals. expat- 
riates, and national and foreign firms to give 
aid in cashand/or in kind for the victims of the 
recent devastating earthquake in North 
Yemen. 

A statement issued Friday by the Royal 
Court said that special committees had been 
set up throughout the kingdom of this pur- 
pose. North Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh phoned Prince Abdullah and thanked 
him for Kingdom's timely help. 

"'North Yemen was jolted at noon Monday 
by a severe earthquake and in subsequent 
days by a total of seven aftershocks of 
medium intensity. 

The tremors annihilated a dozen villages, 
partially damaged 1 88 others, and left more 
than 400.000 persons homeless. 

Resident Saleh issued a nation-wide sum 
mens for "absentee prayer" Friday to ask 
Allah to rest the souls of earthquake victims 
and be raerdfui with injured. 

The Yemeni state radio said citizens con- 
verged on thousands of qiosques across the 
7S.OOO-square-m3e country for traditional 
Friday congregational prayer, before offering 
the absentee ritual.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 17 (Agencies) — If 
Israel refused to pull its soldiers out of Leba- 
non they would become an occupation force, 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan said in a 
Washington Post interview Friday. 

He was interviewed a few hows after his 
envoys conferred in Israeli with Prime Minis- 
ter Menahem Begin. 

The interview came at a time when 
administration officiate have suggested the 
president is growing impatient with condi- 
tions that Israel is putting on withdrawal of its 
troops, including one that all PLO forces be 
withdrawn before other troops leave. 

In the interview, the president said: “The 
government of Lebanon should be sovereign 
over its own territory, andwc think the time 
has come now for the foreign forces that are 
in the area — Syria, Israel and (he remnant of 
the PLO that is in there — to get out, and 
that's why the multinational force (of U.S.. 
Italian and French forces) was sent. 

For those countries to delay in getting out 
now places them in the position of hiring 
occupying armies/' 



Reagan said it was one thing for the Israe Us 
to be in Lebanon when they were invited, or 
when they were being attacked across the 
border, and another to be there now. 

"The Lebanese government has enough 
confidence in itself that it has asked them to 
leave and to not leave is, as I say, to make 
themselves occupying forces." 

He said that, once troop withdrawals from 
Lebanon were negotiated, "we can get on 
with the business of the major negotiations to 
bring about peace and eliminate the differ- 
ences that have kept the Middle East in tur- 
moil all this time." 

■Meanwhile, Lebanese President Amin 
Gemaycl was quoted Friday as saying Leba- 
non relied totally on the United States to tone 
down Israel's “intransigence" and 
"unreasonable conditions" for withdrawing 
its forces from the country. 

The Beirut rewspaperAr-Styir quoted the 
president as saying the Israeli "conditions are 
unacceptable and unreasonable." 

In another development the United 
Nations General Assembly Thursday's 
approved resolutions calling for sanctions 


against Israel and denouncing the Israeli 
army s seizure nf Palestinian documents dur- 
ing its occupation of Beirut. 

By a vote of 87-22 with 31 abstentions, the 
assembly asked member states to halt aQ 
arms agreements, to suspend all economic, 
financial and technologic aid. and to break 
diplomatic, trade and cultural relations with 
Israel. 

" Israel has confirmed by its actions that it is 
not a peaceful state" and “it does not fulfill its 
obligations as a member state of the United 
Nations." the resolution said. 

In a later vote, the assembly passed a resol- 
ution denouncing "the Israeli Army's seiz- 
ure. during the occupation of Beirut, of 
archievesand documents of all sons concern- 
ing Palestinian history and culture. 

The latter resolution was passed by 138 
rotes to 1, with only Israel voting against it. 

The assembly also denounced the massacre 
of Palestinian* civilians in the Sabra and 
Shatila refugee camps . The Resolution 
denouncing the killings was passed unanim- 
ously. 


Habib continues efforts 


BEIRUT, Dec. 17 ( AP) — U.S. presiden- 
tial . envoys Philip C. Habib and Moms 
Draper met for two hours with Lebanese 
President Amin Gcmayel Friday amid 
reports a partial withdrawal of foreign armies 
would take place within a month. 

While the meeting was underway at the 
presidential palace in suburban Baabda, 
police reported 18 deaths in a fresh outbreak 
of violence in the northern port of Tripoli. 
Lebanon's second-largest city. 

Habib, who is of Lebanese descent, 
emerged from the Baabda Palace and told 
reporters in Arabic: "You know me, l don't 
talk. We had a lengthy discussion and the 
president was very nice to me. See you/' 
Lebanon's state and privately owned radio 


stations quoted unnamed sources as saying a 
partial and simultaneous pullback would be 
completed within a month. 

The radio stations said the partial pullback 
plan formed the crux of Habib's bid to break 
the deadlock over the withdrawal of all fore- 
ign armies from Lebanon . 

Habib and Draper later met with Lebanese 
Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan to discuss the 
proposal, the broadcasts reported. They said 
Habib would return to Israel on Sunday to get 
Israel's response and then head to Washing- 
ton to report to President Ronald Reagan. 

Meanwhile, Syrian President sent a letter 
to Gemayel Thursday pledging to “take any 
measure or decision that helps you in facing 
the dangerous situation" in Lebanon, accord- 
ing to the radios.

GDANSK, Dec. 17 (R) — Lech Walesa, 
leader of Poland's banned Solidarity union, 
who was prevented by the authorities from 
addressing supporters Thursday, told repor- 
ters Friday he was resolved to carry on the 
straggle to regain worker rights, but using 
only peaceful methods.

German is the official language 
of Liechtenstein, a tiny state located between 
Switzerland and Austria.

Soviets to expel 
British attache 

LONDON. Dec. 17 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union is expelling British naval attache Capt. 
Bruce Richardson from Moscow, in apparent 
retaliation for Britain's expulsion of a Soviet 
attache from London last week on charges he 
was spying, the Foreign Office said Friday. 

"They railed our Moscow ambassador. Sir 
Iain Sutherland, in this morning to ask that 
Richardson be withdrawn within a week/' a 
Foreign Office spokesman said. Richardson. 
41 . has been attached to the British Embassy 
in Moscow since November of last year. 

"Our ambassador protested strongly at this 
wholly unwarranted action/' the spokesman 
said, adding it was "dearly finked" to the 
expulsion Dec. 5 of Soviet naval attache 
Capt. Anatoly Zotov, from London. 

Meanwhile, a South African embassy offi- 
cial recruited a professional burglar to steal 
document from the offices of black national- 
ist movements in London. 

Prosecutors said here in court that the offi- 
cial was a South African security policeman, 
warrant officer Joseph Klue. who was ejected 
from Britain last month. 

. Edward AspinalL 23 , who has a long string 
of burglary convictions, and Peter Case Item. 
38. a commerdal pilot and businessman who 
has spent much of his life in southern Africa, 
pleaded guilty to a variety of charges, includ- 
ing conspiracy to burgle. 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 17 (AP) — The 
U.S. Senate agreed early Friday to Prc&ide.u 
. Ronald Reagan's plea to be allowed to buy 
100 MX nuclear missiles if Congress 
. ’ approves a basing plan within 45 days a fier he 
submits it. 

By a vote of 56-42. the Senate handed 
Reagan a victory after two defeats in a row on 
the issue of the nuclear weapon he wants to 
deploy in arontroversial "dense pack" forma- 
tion. 

In a preliminary vote, the Senate rejected 
70-28 a move, by Senator Alan Cranston. 
Democrat-California. to delete $988 million 
in MX production funds from a catchall 
spending measure to run the government past 

midnight Friday. 

Cranston told the Senate his amendment 
was designed "to halt production of MX mis- 
siles. now. once and for all." 


The House rejected 245- 1 76 last week the 
president's request for $988 million to build 
the first five MX missiles next year and they 
urged to Senate to do the same. - 

Cranston said the MX'would "increase the 
risk of nuclear war" by tempting the Soviet 
Union to launch a nuclear attack before the 
MX missiles could destroy their missiles. 

But supporters of the missile, led by 
Democratic Senator "Henry Jackson of 
Washington state, agreed with Reagan that 
the MX was needed to counter a Soviet mis- 
sile buildup. 

Under the compromise, the president is 
required to report on March 1 or later 
whether he still wants his controversial 
"dense pack" basing system or some other 
plan and Congress would have to give final 
approval to. a basing system within 45 days.

JEDDAH, Dec. 17 — Senior technocrats 
from Saudi Arabia, Senegal, Malaysia and 
T im isi* will meet at the General Secretariat 
of the Organization of the Islamic Confer- 
ence (OIC) here Dec. 20-22, to pot in shape 
• the draft statute of a proposed Mamie Tele- 
communications Union. 

The original draft was prepared by Saudi 
Arabia. It will then be examined by another 
expert group meeting of all 41 states of the 
OIC here next March. Sunday’s meeting will 
follow-up the recommendations of a meeting 
on telecommunications held in Kuala Lum- 
pur, Malaysia, April 6-8, 1981. 

In accordance with a resolution of the 1 3th 
' Islamic Conference of Foreign Ministers held 
in Niamey. Niger, last Aug. 22-26. the final 
draft will be submitted to the 14th Islamic 
horeign Ministers Conference in Dhaka next 
December through the Isl ami c Commission 
for Economic. Cultural and Social Affairs. 

The purpose of the would-be union is to 
establish, improve and develop the telecom- 
munications systems of OIC members. It may 
also ensure dose cooperation and coordina- 
tion with other regional and international 
organizations in the telecommunications 
field, including the Arab Telecommunica- 
tions Union. The idea was first suggested dur- 
ing the first expert group meeting on tele- 
communications held here. March 15-18. 
1980. 

A study submitted by Malaysia to the 
Kuala Lumpur meeting last year revealed the 
need and justification for establishing new 
telephone and telex routes among member 
states. It strongly recommended the need for 
establishing a data base in the proposed 
Islamic Telecommunications Union for the 
' mutual benefit of all OIC members. The lat- 
ter may also establish bilateral direct circuits 
where justified on account of the potential of 
the traffic volume. 

While examining the paper on “network 
. - development among member states” pre- 
pared by Malaysia, the experts, at Kuala 
Lumpur, noted that, for primary routing, five 
member states (about 1 2 percent) have direct 
.' relations with more than ten but less than 18 
-’'-‘other member states. Twenty -eight other 
■ member states have direct links with at least 
one and up to ten other members. 

T; The would-be union aims at protecting the 
members’ interests at international associa- 
tions and organizations by all possible 
methods; providing advice and consultations 
and recommending solutions for the prob- 
lems referred to it by the members. 

Accordingly, the union will suggest plans, 
cany out studies and undertake' whatever 
research It deems fit to develop and update 
communications. It will' extend all possible 


assistance to the members for the efficient 
training of tteir manpower. 

I.T.U. will also work to upgrade the stan- 
dard of telecommunications services, and will 
support and strengthen the idea of using 
Arabic and its alphabet as an official lan- 
guage, li ke English and French in interna- 
tional conferences and ceremonies on com- 
munications and among OIC members. 

The new union will also encourage mem- 
bers to manufacture communications equip- 
ment, but within a framework of coordina- 
tion and technological, technical and 
economic integration among Islamic coun- 
tries. It will also bolster inter-state coopera- 
tion to establish telephone, telegraph and 
telex services and play an active role in using 
satellites to re-transmit programs received 
from television stations of non-member 
countries.

Olayan said despite the shortfall in the 
revenue, infrastructural projects will not be 
affected. The impact, if at all. wfll be on the 
major projects, especially in the area of 
manpower deployment. 

“But there will be an increase in the 
domestic purchasing power and we will be 
facing a more sophisticated consume r.’’ be 
added.

Foodstuffs rise 89% 


Imports exceed SR58 billion 


RIYADH, Dec. 17 (SPA) — Private sec- 
tor imports in Saudi Arabia financed by 
commercial banks totaled 
SR58,58Q,000,000 during fiscal year 1401/ 
402 H (1981/82), showing a 13 percent 
increase over last year, according to the 
statistical bulletin of the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency, (SAMA). 

Foodstuffs accounted for 89 percent of the 
increase. Banks extended import loans 
amounting to SRIO.344,000,000 — a 7.9 
percent increase over the preceding year. 

Import financing for other items went up 
from 81.9 percent in 14<XV1401H(198(V81) 
ro 82 _2 percent in 1 981/82. The proportion of 
foodstuffs in such financing was reduced, 
however, from 18.1 percent to 17.7 percent 
during the same period. Bank financing of 
foodstuffs last year had risen steeply to 41 .7 
percent, boosting the share in the overall 
bank import financing from 15.1 percent in 


1979 to 18.1 percent in 198(V81. 

According to SAMA’ s latest statistics, with 
the exception of a 1 7.8 perce nt drop in sugar, 
tea and coffee imports, and a 2.7 percent 
reduction of textiles and ready-made gar- 
ments, a0 imports were up. The highest 
increase was in fruits and vegetables (59.4 
percent), followed by livestock and meat 
(21.9 percent), other foodstuffs (13.7 per- 
cent), and grain (9.4 percent). 

Items such as vehicles and construction 
material, recorded a rate of increase of 26.1 
percent and 17 J percent respectively.

Afghan fighters alleged a id to Israel 


_ ISLAMABAD. Dec. 1 7 (Agencies) — An 
Afghan general who defected to Pakistan was 
quoted Thursday as saying the Marxist 
regime in Kabul had dispatched hit squads to 
assassinate Muslim freedom fighters operat- 
ing from Pakistan. 

The govemmeat-owned Pakistan Times 
quoted Lt. Gen. Ghulam Siddique as saying 
that “ more than 20.000 spies’* had been sent 
over, the border to kill patriotic leaders. 

Siddique. who defected to Pakistan in 
November, also said that Moscow planned to 
annex Afghanistan's nine northern border 
provinces (states) and hand the other 1 9 to an 
Afghan government. 

■ Meanwhile. Soviet war planes heavily 
bqmbed anti -Communist concentrations in 
eastern Paktia province last Tuesday, killing 
at least 12 Mujahedeen and wounding 14 
other Muslim fighters, the Afghan Islamic 
Press (ATP) reported Thursday. The massive 
bombing raids followed reports from West- 
ern correspondents who secretly visited parts 
of Paktia province last month that Afghan 
fighters were preparing for an offensive 
against Dargai district, near Khost. 

The Soviet bombing raids set afire seven 
Mujahedeen tents, so that ammunition 


burned and some explosions occurred, caus- 
ing unusually heavy losses. ALP added. The 
agency said the casualties included the fighter 
group leader, who was a member of the 
Peshawar-based resistance organization, 
headed by Maulawi Yunus Khalis. 

The leader. Muhammad Y unis is the third 
commander Hezbe Islami has lost within one 
month. Khalis group men. who are active in 
Nangarbar province, also suffered severe los- 
ses last month when the Soviet troops 
pounded' their main centers. Tura Buna and 
Khogiani. in Thao province. The agency said 
the area’s chief commander. FatehuUa Haq- 
qani. “miraculously escaped” the raids. 

The agency said the same day. Muslim 
fighters attacked a 30-vehicle convoy carry- 
ing ammunition to Bari military post. 

Meanwhile in Kabul. Jaji tribesmen staged 
a protest strike last Monday, suspending 
transport and closing down shops to protest 
against the regime's new conscription laws. 
ASP said. About 200 shopkeepers suspended 
business in Shoba Bazar. Kalachi and Jada 
Mai wand in downtown Kabul, demanding 
repeal of the new draff laws, which withdrew 
concessions enjoyed by the Jaji tribesmen 
belonging to Paktia. 


OIC peace panel active, Klibi says 


KUAtA LUMPUR. Dec. 17 (R) — An 
Islamic mission seeking to end .the Gulf war 
between Iran and Iraq was still in constant 
touch with both sides and was confident of a 
settlement. Habib Chatti. secretary-general 
of the Organization of Islamic Conference 
(OIC). said here. 

Chatti told reporters on arrival here 
Thursday night from Bangladesh that “I have 
no doubt that both Iran and Iraq are willing to 
resolve this problem and end the war." 
Malaysia is a member of a seven-nation OIC 
peace committee whose efforts to solve the 
27-month-old conflict have so far proved 
fruitless despite a number of missions to 
Tehran and Baghdad. 

Chatti. who had talks with Malaysian Fore- 
ign Minister Tan Sri Ghazali Shafie, said that 
though progress had been slow, “the OIC has 


confidence that both parties would come to 
an amicable settlement." The OIC peace 
mission took a new set of proposals to both 
countries in late October which were 
accepted by Iraq but rejected by Iran. The 
proposals oiled among other thing s for the 
withdrawal of the warring forces to borders 
defined in a 1975 agreement between Iran 
and Iraq. 

Iran’s conditions for ending the war 
include huge reparations from Iraq, “pun- 
ishment of the aggressor” and withdrawal of 
Iraqi troops from all Iranian territory. Chatti. 
who is on a two-day visit here, said be would 
also be holding general discussions on prob- 
lems facing the Islamic world with the 
Malaysian government. He will be briefed on 
Malaysia's economic development programs 
and will also visit its rubber research center. 


Benjedid confers with Mitterrand 


PARIS. Dec. 17 (R) — Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid conferred with President 
Francois Mitterrand Friday on the first for- 
mal visit to Paris by an Algerian leader since 
the country’s independence in 1962. 

Col. Cbadli, who has just completed a 
three-day official visit to Belgium, arrived for 
a " working stopovei” that has been clouded 
by Algerian annoyance over new French 
frontier restrictions and French joint military 
maneuvers with Morocco. President Miner- 
rand. who has led an intense effort to build - 
strong commercial and political ties with 
Algeria, greeted the Algerian leader at the 
airport and accompanied him to the Elysee 
Presidential Palace for lunch. 

Col. Cbadlfs decision to make only a 
stopover in France has been interpreted by 
political commentators and diplomats as an 
indication of Algerian sensitivity about rela- 


tions with its former colonial master. Former 
President Valery Giscard cTEstaing partially 
restored relations when he visited Algiers in 
1 975, the fust French president to do so since 
the bitter and bloody civil war which led to 
Algerian independence 20 years ago. 

When he took office in May last year. Mit- 
terrand pledged to open a new chapter, using 
Algeria as one of three pillars for French ties 
with the developing world. He paid an official 
visit to Algiers a year ago, sealing an innova- 
tive cooperation accord. ' T 

French officials, pointing_to a series of luq- 
■ rative orders which have comeio France oyer 
the past year, say the accord has worked well. 
The new contracts include muhi-bfllion- 
dollar housing and railway construction 
agreements. However, a series of differences, 
some of them with their roots in the colonial 
past, have soured the atmosphere. 


3 Syrians killed in Tripoli ambush 


BEIRUT. Dec. 17 (Agencies) — Three 
Syrian soldiers were killed Friday when gun- 
men ambushed their truck near the northern 
Lebanese port of Tripoli, security sources 
said. 

The city has been paralyzed for the last 1 0 
days by clashes between local pro-and anti- 
Syrian armed grops. More than 40 persons 
have been reported killed and 1 70 injured in 
the fighting. Lebanese radio reports said 
sporadic gunfire could be heard Fridaymom- 
ing in the old districts of the city where the 
warring factions are entrenched. 

Elsewhere in Junih. one person was 
injured in a car bomb blast Friday, the second 
of its kind there in two days. Phalangist radio 
said. The car contained an estimated 1 2 k.g. 
of explosive and blew up near a cinema by 
remote control, according to first reports. 

Three persons were killed and three others 


injured just north of the town Wednesday 
when a car blew up. 

Meanwhile. Lebanese Prime Minister 
Shafiq Wazzan called Friday for unity bet- 
ween Christian and Dnize citizens who have 
been fighting each other in Lebanon's central 
mountains and vowed that the Israeli occupa- 
tion would be removed. “Occupation shall 
falL It win go forever." Wazzan said in a 
speech delivered from the balcony of his 
office to about 500 Drure demonstrators pro- 
testing the sectarian violence in Israeli- 
occupied Central Lebanon. 

Demonstrators, carrying placards reading 
“the Druze are the mountain’s shield and the 
mountain is the heart of Lebanon" and “we 
demand the return of legitimacy to the moun- 
tains." marched through the streets of West 
Beirut and gathered at the courtyard of the 
prime ministry.

The Senate raised 
the former figure to 5910 million and the 
latter to 5850 million.

200 protesters held in Chi 


SANTIAGO, Chile, Dec. 17 (AP) — 
Police have arrested more than 200 persons 
for staging an anti-government protest in 
Chile's three largest cities. Roman Catholic 
church sources said Thursday. 

Groups of youths gathered Wednesday 
night in downtown squares and streets of San- 
tiago, Valparaiso and Concepcion and 
shouted slogans against repression and 
economic mismanagement by Chile's milit- 
ary regime, witnesses said. 

Three men stopped a city bus near down- 
town Santiago during the demonstration, 
forced its occupants off and set it afire, police 
said. Leaflets had announced a “march 


against hunger, for the return of exiles and for 
respect for human rights.” No sponsoring 
group was named. 

Hie protest went ahead in several locations 
of the capital. Santiago, despite a heavy 
police presence and helicopters hovering 
overhead. 

The government gave no information 
about the arrests. But an official of the 
church’s human rights agency, said police 
told him the number detained in Santiago 
alone was 208. 

The official withheld his name, to avoid 
jeopardizing the church efforts to identify 
and account for the arrested demonstrators.

TOKYO, Dec. 17 (AFP) — Japanese 
researcher said that he had found a highly 
effective method of combating various types 
of cancers with little side effects by using 
hemato porphyrin derivatives (HPD) and 
green argon laser beam. 

Daisuke Kato, chief researcher at the laser 
research division of the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry, said last year's 
cfiniegl tests of “photbebemotherapy” on 24 
cancer patients had proven the method effec- 
tive in treating stomach, rectal, retinal and 


lung cancers. - 

Hie researcher said cancerous cells bad 
almost completely disappeared in the case of 
three patients in an advanced stage of 
stomach cancer, while cancerous cells were 
found to have been completely destroyed in' 
two patients in an early stage of stomach 
cancer. 

He said three retinal cancer sufferers were 
completely cured and nearly all of the 1 5 lung 
cancer patients had shown marked improve- 
ment.

Illegality in luring ex-CIA agent ruled out

HOUSTON. Texas, Dec. 17 (AP) — A 
judge ruled Thursday the U.S. government 
did not act illegally in luring former CIA 
agent Edwin Wilson out of his Libyan sanctu- 
ary. 

U.S7 District Judge Ross Sterling denied a 
defense motion to throw out the indictment 
against Wilson, who is accused of smuggling 
explosives. The defense bad contended Wil- 
son was illegally arrested because the gov- 




eminent collaborated in a deception to get 
him out of Libya. 

The judge acted after the man who fooled 
Wilson. Ernest Keiser. testified at the federal 
court bearing that he persuaded Wilson that 
the National Security Council wanted him to 
assist in a U.S. intelligence operation in Cen- 
tral America. 

Wilson is accused in a federal indictment of 
illegally transporting plastic explosives from 


Houston to Libya. 

Wilson, named in several U.S. indictments 
at the time, had been enjoying sanctuary in 
Libya. Last June, he flew from Libya to the 
Dominican Republic. Officials in that coun- 
try put him on a plane to New York and 
Wilson was arrested by U.S. marshals. 

Wilson. S4. goes on trial here Jan. 3 on a 
charge of shipping 42.470 pounds of the plas- 
tic explosive C-4 from Houston to .Tripoli. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (AFP) — The 
Reagan administration warmly welcomed the 
announcement by the South Korean gov- 
ernment of the release from prison of opposi- 
tion politician Kim Dae-Jung. “ We believe 
this step will make an important contribution 
to political harmony in Korea", State 
Depan meat spokesman Alan Romberg said. 

He indicated that the United States also 
welcomes the Seoul government’s statement 
that it was reviewing the cases of others con- 
nected with Kim and the Kwangju incident of 
1980. 

Kim, 57, South Korea's most prominent

Kenya attacks critics 


NAIROBI. Dec. 17 (R) — The Kenyan 
government has denied foreign press reports 
that 2.000 persons were killed in the short- 
lived Aug. 1 coup attempt and said that 129 
persons died in foe rebellion. 

A government statement issued by foe 
official Kenya News Agency and broadcast 
on radio and television attacked "a smear 
campaign against Kenya being conducted 
outside foe country by a few disgruntled ele- 
ments and enemies of Kenya.” It said: “foe 
total loss of life resulting directly from the 
Aug. 1 disturbances was 1 29 persons.” 

The statement did not name any media but 
appeared to reflect increasing government 
sensitivity over coverage of Kenya, diploma- 
tic sources said. It echoed a speech by Kenyan 
president Daniel Arap Moi at the weekend 
attacking Nairobi University lecturers for 
fleeing the country after the coup and issuing 
statements critical of foe government from 
foreign capitals, they said. 

■ .The statement was particularly harsh on 
comments by Kenyans overseas about the 
detention of government critics which began 
earlier this year. “They have chosen to 
capitalize on foe recent arrest and detention 
of a few people who have been detained as a

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REAGAN’S IGNORANCE 


The myopic view taken by the United States when it comes 
to their favored-child, Israel, is obvious from the statement 
Friday by U.S. President Ronald Reagan, who told The 
Washington Post that “ifjsrael refused to pall its soldiers out of 
Lebanon, they would become an occupation force” — as if 
they haven't always been one. 

Reagan, as expected, went on to praise his own peace plan, 
which he called, “a complete proposal leading to the solution 
of all problems in the Middle East.” 

Within the context of the facts, that the United States has 
for decades been supplying Israel with arms worth billions of 
dollars, apart from financial aid, which the Zionist state has 
been using indiscriminately to occupy more Arab territories 
killing thousands — any statement from Reagan about 
“pesos” is i indeed absurd. 

Reagan's naivete about the Middle East was recently 
emphasized when, during a public meeting, he showed the 
extent of his knowledge of the area by publicly exclaiming his 
surprise to note, upon looking at a map of the area, that Tel 
Aviv and Beirut were so close to each other.

Israel wants to keep out America in talks with Lebanon 


This is the first of two articles on Lebanon

LONDON — 

During the American envoy Philip Habib's 
recent visit to Beirut. Lebanese officials submitted 
proposals to break the deadlock on the evacuation 
.of Israeli forces. According to a highly placed 
Lebanese source, the proposals centered on holding- 
negotiations between Lebanon -and Israel, under 
the American auspices as the third party. If not, 
they should be held in Geneva on the same terms, or 
else Habib or his assistant undertake shuttle tours 
between Beirut and Tel Aviv. 

By putting forward these proposals, and also by 
avoiding negotiations in occupied Jerusalem, 
Lebanon intended America's direct participation in 
the matter, so it does not find itself free to face with 
the Israeli negotiator and bis conditions of linking 
the two countries to treaties and political and 
*’ normal' relations in various fields. A top Leban- 
ese source said that President Amin Gemayel and 
other Lebanese officials want the negotiations to 
begin with Israel quickly, with Lebanon obtaining 
an Israeli pledge for the withdrawal of its troops 
from Lebanese territory. When such a political 
resolution is adopted and negotiations begin, Leba- 
non will concentrate all its efforts on it, no matter 
whether it takes two or three months to ensure the 
Israeli troops' withdrawal. The source said that so 
long as Israeli forces remained there, Lebanon can- 
not make its legal authority effective nor can it bring 
about any political changes or social and economic 
reforms. 

The source said further “ We are aware that time 
is not in favor of Lebanon. As Israel also knows this 
fret, ir is delaying matters and placing many obsta- 
cles before negotiations. In additions, Israel is try- 
ing to weaken the Lebanese authority either by 
cresting sectarian disturbances or by strengthening 
its ties with certain Lebanese forces." He instanced 
Israeli Defense Minister Sharon's statement in New 


York last week that Amin Gemayel “would not be 
the president of the whole of Lebanon unless he 
signs a peace treaty with Israel.” Sharon s remark 
indicates partially that Israel would jeopardize the 
domination of the Lebanese legitimate authority 
over the whole country, besides putting obstacles 
before any peaceful efforts if Lebanon did not 
accept the signing of a peace treaty with it quickly . - 
Habib came back, to WashingtoiUast week; with 
Lebanese proposals and held a series of meetings 
with President Reagan and other high officials. The 
most important meeting was held on Dec. 8, 
attended by Habib, his assistant Morris Draper, 
Vice-President George Bush, Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger, CIA chief William Cassey and 
Assistant Secretary of State Kenneth Dam. They 
discussed the proposal and various options for the 
beginning of negotiations between Lebanon and 
Israel, and later consultations were held with a 
□umber of Arab and European capitals. The meet- 
ing decided that Habib and his assistant return to 
the region this week for a shuttle between Beirut 
and Tel Aviv, probably including some other states 
with a view to determining a time schedule for the 
withdrawal of the Israeli forces and then the Syrian 
and Palestinian forces from Lebanon. 

Sharon instigates the Lebanese 
in fret, the Begin government was annoyed at the 
American decision which dnecily involves the 
Reagan administration and makes it a "full part- 
ner’’ in the Lebanese-Israeli negotiations. Habib 
bad clearly stated that the " president has reached a 
point where he has become personally concerned 
with the subject of Lebanon's independence and 
sovereignty. He is determined on the restoration of 
the Lebanese sovereignty, in order that we are able 
to shift swiftly to the realization of peace in the 
Middle East." Habib said further that it was neces- 
sary to see “co-existence" among the various 
Lebanese factions, and added that this would need 
the “withdrawal of all foreign forces from Lebanon 
-as Lebanon cannot be fully independent if foreign 


• troops remained there.” • 

In this context, well-informed Lebanese and 
American sources told Al MtgaOa that, during the 
. past few months, Israel bad tried to “oust” the U.S. 
from direct involvement in Lebanon. Sharon had 
played a basic role in this matter in fuO coordination 
with Begin, and a series of meetings were secretly 
held m Lebanon and Israel among the officials of - 
. the two countries, including Begin and- Sharon and! 
some- other Lebanese personalities whbrrr Israel 
considers its friends and aDies. In one such meeting, 
held in Lebanon, Sharon told some of the Lebanese 
that ■* President Gemayel is making a mistake if he 
believes that the “rescue” of Lebanon and its "lib- 
eration” from foreign forces will be dependent on 
America and Arab states. Israel alone can rescue 
Lebanon. The U.S. is quite far away, but Israel is 
just here. Gemayel ought not to depend most on the 
U.S., for one day we might ask the Americans that 
they would have to choose between the two: either 
as or Lebanon. And I don’t believe the U.S. would 
give up Israel." 

In their meetings with the Lebanese, Israeli offi- 
cials emphasize one point, that Israel is the "main 
power” in the region and can do "much” . They also 
concentrate on the need to find an “alliance” bet- 
ween Lebanon and Israel at various levels. The 
Israelis are harping on the “sectarian string'; they 
tell the Christians that "Israel is your only saviour. 
The same thing they repeat to the Druze in Shouf. 
This has led to a "special tension" in the relations 
between the Reagan administration and Sharon, 
whom the American officials avoided to see during 
his recent visit to the U.S., although he himself 
made requests for meetings with them. 

While it appeared that negotiations between

NEW DELHI —

“The Vietnamese are a fiercely 
independent people ” they said. “ AO our reports 
suggest that Vietnam would very much like to be on 
its own. We should do all we can to help this objec- 
tive. But this can hardly be done if the Kampuchean 
question continued to divide tbe nonaligned 
movement.” In line with this argument,' India con- 
tinues to develop its economic aid program for Vie- 
tnam and Kampuchea. Expert teams have visited 
both countries from lime to time and drawn op 
programs for economic assistance. 

To quote one expert here, “Kampuchea has 
become a highly emotional issue. The danger is that 
unless this question can be satisfactorily resolved, 
India’s relations — even the bSateral ties — with 
ASEAN nations can be threatened. And that is a 
regrettable prospect."

HOUSTON — Representing the first 
comprehensive exhibition of traditional 
Saudi Arabian arts and crafts to be mounted 
in the United States, “Traditional Arts and 
Crafts of Saudi Arabia" will open at the 
Textile Museum in Washington, D.C. on 
Jan. 21, 1983, and. will remain on view 
through May 22, 1983. 

The 'exhibition will, feature more than 
100 representative samples of Bedouin 
craft and lifestyle — with the majority of 
items drawn from the private collection of 
John M. Topham, who lived in Saudi 
Arabia for several years, and presently 
resides in Rochester, New York. 

Loans of outstanding objects from other 
U.S. and Saudi Arabian collections wX also 
be included. Most items date from the early 
part of the 20th century^ though some are 
earlier and a few are of more recent origin. 
Regional tribal . origins have been deter- 
mined as closely as possible. 

As a nomadic people, the Bedouins look 
to portable tents as central to their life- 
style. In keeping with this, the central focus 
of the exhibition is the representation of a 
traditional tent , woven of goat hair and 
divided into three sections by fabric tent 
walls which are characteristic of the bold, 
geometric designs found in the colorful 
Arabian textiles. It is this tent around which 
all other artifacts are to be seen and under- 
stood. 

The textiles of Saudi Arabia-- are 
reflected in rugs, tent bands, blankets, 
camel bags, and the like, which display trad- 
itional weaving and dyeing techniques. A 
rich tradition of brightly colored, elabo- 
rately patterned objects — which for years 
offset the austerity of the desert — will be

Presley and Beatles still 
attractions on home video

HOLLYWOOD (LAT) — With all the 
excitement among record- makers over the' 
saJes-boosting potential of video, it is inter- 
esting that the hottest pop. attractions on 
home video are chiefly associated with the 
50s and 60s. namely Elvis Presley :and the 
Beatles: 

Devo. Olivia! Newton-John. the Tubes and 
Blondie have attracted attention with new 
video cassette releases. But no one has come 
close to creating the stir generated by the 
recent release of The Compteat Beades. . 

The two-hour documentary from 
MGM-UA Home Video is the most ambiti- 
ous step into home video so far. The package, 
which features all or part of more thantwo 
dozen Beatles songs, is such a hot rental item 
that waiting lists have even been established 
in some stores. 

Meanwhile, there are 15 Presley video cas- 
settes and video discs on .the market with the . 
best stiH to come: an expanded version of last 
year’s This Is Shis movie that is due in March 
from Warner home video. 

Why the continued fascination with the 
past? 

Veteran acts like Presley, the Beatles, the 
Doors and Simon and Garfimkel command a 
greater audience than' newer attractions 
because adults, who buy and rent most of the 
tapes, are more likely to select them. Hus this 
classic , footage gives -younger pop fans a 
chance to see what they have only heard and 
read about. At the same time, the Presley- 
Beatles domination underscores the failure 
of producers and manufacturers to find the 
right formula for tapping the pop video 
poten tial it is clear by now that the late ’70s 
notion of simultaneously releasing key 
albums in both traditional form (music only) 
and in video cassette. form is not practical. 

The annoying thing is that we are con- 
stantly being reminded about the potential of 
rock video through the often imaginative 
“video records’*’. -shown regularly on MTV 
and other pay -TV systems These are the 
three or four min ute dips' designed to prom- 
ote new records. As soon as a company can 
figure out a way to put, the best of these hi a 
reasonably priced package (say under $30).

sodo-cultural exploration. Martin is not 
intimidated by the Beatles legend. Actor 
Malcbhn McDowell’s colorless narration, 
however, strips the program of some Useful 
Celebration. And. there is a sketchiness that 
suggests this is merely a capsule version of 
what really requires six or eight hours to ade- 
quately document. ;• 

For an interesting dou We feature, play The 
Compieat Beades with Magical Mystery Tour 
(Media. 60 minutes). This hopelessly 31- 
conceived TV fantasy from 1 967 shows that 
the Beatles were pot perfect.

The 
correct copy given to me would state that the 
program would show how the homes, farms, 
orchards, etc., of the Arabs were taken from 
them by the Zionists, who then forced them 
to flee for their lives to other nearby Arab 
countries. I would insert this information into 
the computer. Bnt this -would be monitored 
by the home office where some half- 
educated, Israeli-first night-school graduate 
would change it to read that all the Arabs left 
their ancient homelands voluntarily of their 
own accord and were never forced out 

To me. this changing of historical facts was 
not only morally wrong but resulted in TV 
Guide printing falsifications about events in 
the Mideast So don’t ever think that revision 
of real historical facts takes place only in the 
Communist bloc nations. 

Naturally. 1 did not tike to print outright 
lies. This attitude and the writing of a book 
about the real Mideast conflict as well as 
some speeches I made on this subject at uni- 
versities cost me my job. 

It didn’t happen quickly. I suffered through 
three -and -a-half years of inhuman harass- 
ment asTY Guide executives tried to force me 
to resign, which I refused to do. 

This harassment started in 1977 after a 
routine letter from me to Sen. Thomas Eagle- 
ton (Democrat) asking for assistance in 
obtaining information about the liberty 
attack, was opened by Mark E. Abels, his 
press secretary. Whpn Abels learned I was 
investigating the Israeli destruction of the 
USJi. Liberty, he immediately sent a nasty 
letter about me to the TV Guide home office 
in an attempt to get me fired. Obviously, the 
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last thing an Israeti-firster such as Abels 
wanted was bringing before the American 
public the truth about the atrocities commit- 
ted by .the Zionists. 

Of course. TV Guide executives wanted to 
fire me right away. The only thing which pre- 
vented them from doing so at this time was 
that they didn't relish a lawsuit based on a 
violation of the First Amendment. So. they 
decided upon a program of harassment 
against me to make it so unpleasant for me 
* that I would resign on my own accord. They 
reasoned that about a month or so of this kind 
of treatment would make me glad to leave. 

Now. I won't bother you with too many 
details about my predicament. Suffice it to 
say thatthis individual and others resorted to 
many childish tricks to drive roe out of the 
company. 

1 was given twice as much work as 1 could 
possibly accomplish. But by working through 
my lunch hour. I continued to do an excellent 
job. Then someone using my computer sym- 
bols Would destroy my work in the computer. 
When I complained that I was not there work- 
ing for myself, but for TV Guide, and that 
when they destroyed my work they were 
doing harm to the company, not just to me 
personally, they feigned ignorance of the 
entire affair. 

Nasty notes were left on my desk telling me 
to leave or else. One morning when I opened 
a desk drawer, there was a plastic rat in it with 
my name on it. Pretty childish stuff for a 
biUion-dollar a year corporation to pull on 
one individual employee. And it didn't work 
either . I kept showing up for work each day. 
trying to do the best possible job despite all 
the handicaps and roadblocks by my venal 
t ormentors. 

Then I began to receive phone calls at the 
office threatening my life. Calls from New 
York and Chicago, purportedly from the Jew- 
ish Defense League and other radical groups, 
would inform me that my time on this earth 
was indeed quite limited if 1 dared publish the 
truth about the U.S. 5. Liberty and the Middle 
East situation in general. 

One caller even threatened the life of my 
mother, who at the time happened to be 87 
years old. This angered me greatly. My own 
life had been endangered before; but to 
threaten my mother was an unspeakable 
crime, in my opinion. My understandable 
reply to this particular threat was that if these 
anonymous callers were ever apprehended, 
they had better hope it was by the FBI or the 
police — and not by me. 

By far the most poetic threat I ever 
received came from a female voice on the 
phone. She told me “that just as her ancestors 
had spilled the blood of Roman soldiers on 
the streets of Jerusalem 2.000 years ago. that 
if my book was published my blood would be 
spilled on the streets of Kansas City.'’ 

In December of 1 980. 1 beard via the office 
grapevine that I would be fired soon. But it 
was approaching Christmas and perhaps it 
was postponed until 1981 because of this. 


They did not want to be accused of dumping a 
long-time and hard-working employee just 
before the holidays. Then in January of 198 1 . 
just as they were about to fire me. my mother 
died of natural causes. I was out of town for a 
week and my dismissal was again postponed 
because the company image might suffer if I 
were let go upon returning from my mother’s 
funeral. 

Finally, after many long conferences bet- 
ween TV Grade executives on what to do with 
me. the inevitable last day arrived. It took 
place on Good Friday, which was a very suit- 
able day for it since I had already been 
“crucified” many times. 

April 17. 1981. was brightand dear in Kan- 
sas City. I walked the approximately three 
mDes from my home on the south side to the 
office at the country Club Plaza. Spring flow- 
ers were abundantly in bloom on this warm 
• day. I had a sort of premonition of what was 1 
in sfore for me as I entered the building that, 
morning at about 7 a.m. This wasn’t unusual . 
because every day for several years had been 
crucial for me. Unless you have actually 
experienced it. you' cannot possibly imagine 
how it is to work in a place where sarcasm 
prevails and extreme bitterness rings in the 
air. A vindictive hatred forme permeated the 
office. I had dared to stand up for the truth, 
especially where the displaced Palestinians 
were concerned. For this. I was completely 
ostracized as if I had committed a cafdina! sin 
against humanity. Zionists, whether in Israel 
or the United States, have absolutely no 
compassion whatsoever for the destitute 
Arab refugees who have remained in squalid 
camps for over 30 years. But I think they 
actually bated me more than the Arab® 
because I had brought the plight of these 
people out into the light. And this situation 
coulfl not be allowed. 

So my lengthy career on the staff of TV 
<.Gmdc ended quite abruptly on that fateful 
spring day. At about 1 1 aon.. I was called into 
the executive suite by a telephone call to my 
desk. I was fired quickly with the reading of a 
carefully prepared but absolutely meaning- 
less statement. Then I was given just 15. 
minutes to clean out my desk of my personal' 
items and leave the building forever. 

When I returned to my desk in the center of 
the editorial room, all eyes were upon me. 
People who had worked closely with me for 
many years were afraid to speak to me. They 
were terrified by the thought of what would 
happen to them if they did. Not one word was 
spoken to me. 

Four times before my dismissal. I was 
warned that I would be fired because of my 
political views and my book. Peart Harbor U. 
But cm my final day. on advice from legal 
counsel. I presume. I was informed that I was 
being fired for “incompetence''. 

They were able to fire me all right. But I am 
proud of one fact — they were unable to 
make a“ Winston Smith" out of a Jim Taylor. 
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Warsaw 
assesses 
the future

WARSAW (LOS) — Out of winter dark- 
ness. they came crowding into the gallery 
behind this Warsaw church, old men wearing 
medals, young men with tense, wolfish faces, 
families with their children. Among them 
were two Polish soldiers, two exhausted men 
bowed over the table, their greatcoats sag- 
ging. lost in misery after a defeat 

It was a year since martial law was imposed 
on Poland, two months since Solidarity was 
dissolved. A man settled under the triptych 
with a guitar and began to sing the songs of afl 
the Polish risings, from the rebellion led by 
the cadets in November 1830 through all the . 
generations of hope and tragedy to the War- 
saw Rising of 1944. "From the Smoke of 
Fires". “The First Brigade”. “God Who 
Helped Poland”. “Rota”... 

The audience sat frozen, without sound or 
movement Then the guitarist murmured: 
“You too” — and all took up the melody: 
low. intense, each singing for himself or her- 
self. I saw that they had known every word of 
all these songs and that I was watching a rite. 
In their own way. the Poles were dedicating 
the Solidarity months to the past and prepar- 
ing themselves for a winter that could last 
many years. 

For Gen. Jaruzelski and the small ruling 
group in Poland, the year of martial law has 
dispelled early hopes but fulfilled its basic 
purpose. Ideas that any substantial section of 
the nation would welcome martial law as a 
rescue from chaos, or that — with opposition 
suppressed — the grand economic reform 
could become effective proved illusions. The 
population remains overwhelmingly bitter 
and suspicious. The foreign-debt crisis, 
exacerbated tty Western sanctions, and the 
restrictions of martial law have held 
economic reform to little more than a shaky 
initial stage. 

On the other hand, the core of the old state 
structure has been saved. More accurately. 
Gen. Jaruzelski has not been forced to share 
power on anybody else’s terms. Protest and 
resistance has been at least contained, at the 
cost of probably over 20 lives and the incarcr 
eration of about 15.000 people. 

If it is too early to speak of economic 
recovery, the fall in production seems to be 
bottoming out and the people are adequately 
if not well fed. But clothes, shoes, soap, tea 
and coffee are still desperately short and the 
tale told by health figures is frightening: a 
soaring increase in tuberculosis, infant mor- 
tality. hepatitis and skin diseases. 

More recently, the regime has returned to 
political action, aftefffhonths of deadlock, 
apd has contrived to confuse and divide its 
opponents. The calculated risk of dissolving 
Solidarity on Oct 8 succeeded, in the short 
term. ■' • 

The primate. Archbishop (jlemp. came to 
terms, agreeing to. condemn resistance in 
exchange for next Juners papal visit and other : 
concessions. The underground failed to 
mount an effective counterstroke, called off a 
planned strike and remains uncertain how to 
act in what it calls “a new situation”. 

The power structure in Poland after mar- 
tial law wiU be a weird, almost unprecedented 
contraption. The army will depart, but the 
Communist Party — stiH desperately weak 
and divided — will not in practice resume its 
"leading role". Instead. Poland will be ruled 
by a small group of men controlling the state 
apparatus but responsible only to themselves. 

Their policy now can be s umm ed up: to go 
easier on the majority, more harshly on the 
minority. As martial law and internment near - 
their end. the onslaught against centers of 
opposition grows more hectic. The targets are 
the underground, the intellectuals and — sig- 
nificantly — recalcitrant priests who have not 
obeyed Giemp's change of course. 

The methods are intimidation, physical 
violence against individuals and their prop- 
erty. and the offensive against the cultural 
unions — the actors’ union shut, the film 
union under threat, the writers probably next 
for treatment 

Yet h would be wrong to speak of an 
unqualified victory for Gen. Jaruzelski. Most 
Poles in opposition will admit that Solidarity 
in its old form is now over. But an intense and 
complicated political struggle is going on. as 
the regime seeks to cripple protest groups. : 
divide the church, outmaneuver its Commun- 
ist hard-line critics and lure Catholic opinion, 
above all, into forms of cooperation. Gen. 
Jaruzelski 1 s problem is that popular feelings 
remain much where Solidarity left them:, 
angry, certainly, but still preserving an extra- 
ordinary sense of inner freedom, even confi- 
dence. 

It is a common opinion that another Polish 
upheaval will recur, perhaps only a few years 
on. But what can now retain or guide it? As a 
sociologist put it : “There has been a destruc- 
tion of structures. Solidarity has gone, the 
Communist Party has disintegrated, the 
church has sacrificed much of its political 
authority, the new trade unions are without 
influence, the underground has lost what con- 
trol it had over the working class. As for 
PRON (the government-sponsored Patriotic 
Movement for National Revival), its perfor- 
mance has been so feeble and sifly that even 
the regime no longer knows what to do with 
it. When the next explosion comes, what 
institution remains to keep it within limits? 

The course taken by Czechoslovakia after 
1 968 and of Hungary after 1956 is not open 
to Poland. A year later, the core of Solidar- 
ity’s doctrine is intact It teaches that Polish 
society can and must organize itself in inde- 
pendent groups, if die nation is to keep mov- 
ing toward democracy and prosperity. It 
teaches that left to itself, the regime win only 
reproduce its old patterns of squalor, incom- 
petence and repression. 

This is not only Jaruzelskfs problem but 
hss chance. The economic re form , leaving 
production to social initiative and the market 
would go some way to harness the forces 
released by Solidarity — if it were ever car- 
ried through. But the regime will never bring 
stability to Poland until it offers genuine 
cooperation on equal terms to authentic rep- 
resentatives of workers, private fanners, 
intellectuals.

U.S. to run lottery for ’84 Games tickets

HOUSTON, Dec. 17 — Americans plan- 
ning to attend the 1984 Olympics in Los 
Angeles, Calif., can enter a nationwide lot- 
tery for SI 5 tickets or pay $25,000 for a 
tax-deductible, “first class” ticket that also 
admits SO poor children, it recently was 
announced. 

Peter Ueberroth, president of the Olympic 
Organizing Committee, disclosing bow the 
six million tickets for the Games will be dis- 
tributed, said most vtffl be sold through two 
popular American retail outlets — J.C. Pen- 
ney and Sears — across the country beginning 
this spring. 

According to Ueberroth, ticket applica- 
tions will be available at tbe stores sometime 
between March and May. Two thousand spe- 
cial, tax-deductible Olympic Patron tickets, 
priced at $25,000, will go on sale next week, 
he said. 

These tickets give the bearer and a guest 
first choice of some of the best seats — “ the 
best tickets we've got to anything you want to 
see...the absolute first-class way to attend the 
Olympics." 

Every patron win be paying for 50 children 
from poor neighborhoods of Southern 
California cities. to attend the games, he said, 
along with some elderly poor. Selling all 
2,000 tickets will provide an Olympic experi- 
ence for about 100,000 poor persons. Sears 
and J.C Penney were chosen because “they 


have catalogue stores in over 1,000 cities, in 
little, tiny communities.” 

Tbe purpose of the lottery program for 
regular tickets is to give “some guy m Mis- 
soula, Mont., the same chance to buy a ticket 
to an Olympic event as somebody, who lives 
across tbe street from our office or the presi- 
dent of the Bank of America,” Ueberroth 
said. 

Applicants for regular tickets can choose

Fears of. what would, be a third postpone- .

Louis determined on fisting his way to fame 
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CHICAGO, Illinois. Dec. 17 (AP) — 
Even before be added the nickname “Young 
Joe Louis.” Eddie Taylor realized the fastest 
way out of Mississippi and into the big time 
was to follow his fists. 

- Battered and bruised m. his first champion- 
ship outing by veteran Ossie Ocasio Wednes- 
day night, he doesri t plan to be detoured for 
long. 

The World Boxing Association's junior 
heavyweight division, a 175 -to 195-pound 
(77-to-88-kilos) dass (called tbe cruiser- 
weight division by the World Boxing Coun- 
cil), is a new division and lacks credibility 
among many boxing people. 

But to Louis — entangled for nearly two 
years in a legal web that prevented him from 
boxing — the shot at the title was a blesstiig. 
Ocasio scored a unanimous 15-round deci- 
sion to retain his crown, improving his record 
to 18-3-1 . Louis stayed in the center, throw- 
ing long right hands like a turret gun. and 
Ocasio skirted the perimeter, retaliating with 
crisp left hooks. 

Neither fighter was cut and no one hit the 
canvas. Though Louis held his own and won 
most of the late rounds, he was short on 
points and caught enough shots to “feel’ like 
my left eyebrow was in. my eye.” 

Experience was the telling factor. Ocalsio 
took most of his schooling in the heavyweight 
division at the hands of men like World Box- 
ing Council championLarry Holmes. “I came 
here. to win.” said Ocasio, of Puerto Rico. 


“Not to knock anyone down.” 

Louis’ apprenticeship, on tbe other hand, 
was largely a disaster. Until being rescued by 
a group headed by Chicagoan Jim Kaulentis 
(who also manages heavyweight Jim “Quick 
Tillis”), bis career looked like a bad fight 
movie from tbe 1930s: greedy backers, 
sparse purses, dingy gyms, inept or absent 
cutmen and cornermen, fights against a string 
of bums looking for a comfortable place on 
the apron to lay down. 

Even 18 months with Angelo Dundee in 
his comer haven’t erased all of Louis’ prob- 
lems. “I just gave him too much respect,” 
Louis 26. said of his loss to Ocoasio. his first 
defeat in 24 professional outings. “I should 
have pursued him earlier. If he’d stood still 
long enough. Td have hurt him.” 

The bout originally was scheduled for 
Gary. Indiana, but was moved to Chicago 
Wednesday morning after a dispute between 
promoter Don King and Indiana Boxing 
Co mmis sion Officials. 

Louis began in Golden Gloves competi- 
tion, first in Mississippi and then in Chicago, 
where he hammered every opponent he 
faced. From there, he moved across the 
underside of the pro ranks, where he fought 
lesser lights such as Larry Beflfirus. “Big Tu- 
na” Charlie Jordan and “Quick Money” 
Henry Lumpkins for purses between £250 
and SI .000. 

He was described in court documents as 
“frznctionally illiterate.’’ a man who fell into a 
pond of big-city sharks by signing bis name on 


contracts that he maintains were the 
raodem-day equivalent of indentured ser- 
vitude. 

His first break came when Joe Daskiewicz 
of Minnesota, who managed heavyweight 
Scott Ledoux, came to Chicago in 1979 to 
prepare Ledoux for his WBC title shot 
against Holmes. Impressed by Louis’ speed 
and his ability to take a punch as well as throw 
them. Ledoux took him as a sparring partner. 

Daskiewicz then arranged a string of fights 
against several cruise rweights that led to wins 
and the WBCs No. 2 rankings by mid-1 980. 
Then tbe legal battles began. 

Louis sued his manager and promoter. 
They, in turn, used Daskiewicz for interfering 
with their contractual rights to Lpiris. Every 
fight Louis was involved in for the next 18 
months was behind courtroom doors. 

“When 1 first got him , he was the rawest 
material you ever saw.” recalled Daskiewicz. 
“He never worked on balance, didn't know 
how to tie somebody up, or when to sneak 
some rest 

“Style-wise, he’s like Joe Louis, but he's 
closer to Louis in another way.” concluded 
Daskiewicz. “ Once you teach him something, 
watch out He gets the job done like a 
machine — he is focused.” 

Kaulentis bought out Louis' contracts and 
brought in Dundee in July 1981. shortly after 
the WBA started up the junior heavyweight 
class. “There was confusion, but we fought”! 
said Louis. “That’s what’s important '* 
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every time since the first competition 17 
years ago in Brazzaville. Congo. 

Cost estimates have soared since planners 
originally estimated tbe Nairobi complex 
would require the equivalent of $55 million, 
of which China had pledged to cover half in a 
i 980 technical cooperation agreement 
signed in Peking. “Money is tbe real prob- 
lem.” said one Kenyan sports official, who 
declined to be quoted by name. 

Kenya has just devalued its currency, the 
shilling, for the third time in less than two 
years, which was seen as further adding to the 
cost The east African country also is 
experiencing a severe foreign exchange shor- 
tage. 

Some observers believed the future of the 
Nairobi Games may rest of a Chinese deci- 
sion to increase its soft loan, but Peking’s 
view on the matter has not been made known. 

Last August. 59 Chinese joined Kenyan 
construction workers at the ate on the north- 
eastern outskirts of the capital. So for. how- 
ever. only a fence around the area and tem- 
porary dwellings have been erected. An addi- 
tional 200 Chinese are due in early 1983 to 
help speed things along. 

But sources close to the project have com- 
plained that whatever the manpower, con- 
struction deadlines will not be met because of 
a bottleneck at Kenya’s Indian Ocean port of 
Mombasa through which needed equipment 
is being shipped. 

Kenyan officials have pledged to ease con- 
gestion at Mombasa and prod locai workers 
to match the output of the Chinese. 

Tbe fourth All-Africa Games have been a 
problem child of the council since the end of 
the last competition in Algiers in 1 978 when 
no country stepped forward to offer to host 
the next one. Under SCSA pressure. Kenya 
agreed in 1979 to take the responsibility. 

The council itself has been unable to con- 
vene a meeting for two years. Its decision- 
making biennial general assembly, the 1 0th. 
was to have been held last year but never 
came off. A fifth attempt is being made to 
organize an executive committee session next 
month at its headquarters in Yaounde. 
Cameroon. 

The state of uncertainty surrounding the 
SCSA will no doubt put Ordia and Lamine- 
Ba in a position to seek a firm date on the 
fourth Games from Kenya to keep the Pan- 
African sports body alive.

deficit in foreign trade 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17 (A P) — The 

United States suffered a S4.2 billion deficit in 
its foreign trade for the third quarter of this 
year' and appears beaded for its first yearly 
deficit since 1979, government figures have 
indicated. 

Officials said next year almost surely would 
be worse. The main cause for the July- 
September shortfall was a jump in the deficit 
for trade in merchandise alone from S5.7 bH- 
iion-in the second quarter to $12.5 trillion in 
the third. - 

As usual, there was a surplus in trade in 
services. Thaf surplus rose about $200 mil- 
lion to just under $1 0 billion for the quarter, 
the Commerce Department report indicated. 

There was a modest deficit for all other 
financial transactions. The nation has bad big 
deficits in merchandise trade every year since 
1975- But those were outweighed by surp- 
luses for services and. other ’financial transac- 
tions in J.98Q and. 1981. 

Both government and private analysts said 
services transportation,' banking and a wide 
variety of other business won't be strong 
cnoujfo to balance, the huge merchandise 


. deficit that may. web set a record of nearly 
$40 bilfion this year. 

Thursda/s: third-quarter figures known, as 
the. balance of payments oh the current 
account includes not only trade in goods and. 
services but various investments and banking 
deals that send money flowing into and out of 
the United States. So far this year, the bal- 
ance shows a deficit of about $920 million. 

In another development, the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board announced Thursday United’. 
States industry operated at only 67.8 percent - 
of its capacity last month — the lowest since 

the capacity statistics were started in 1948. 

The latest 0.5 percent drop came as no 
surprise^rince the Fed announced earlier this 
week that November's industrial production 
bad dipped 0.4 percent.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17 (R) — Interna- 
tional banks have responded favorably to a 
Mexican request for a $5 billion loan which 
would signal a breakthrough in efforts to 
solve the country’s crisis, monetary sources 
have said. 

The sources said Thursday the banking 
community's response was likely to pave the 
way for the executive board of the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF) to approve a 
$3.84 biUjon loan agreement at a meeting in 
Washington next week. 

Mexico, winch is also seeking to reschedule 
about a quarter of its $80 billion external 
debt, would impose economic austerity 
measures under the terms of the IMF accord. 

Banking sources said a deadline for more 
than 1,000 creditor banks to make commit- 
ments to the loan passed Wednesday night 
■ without all having done so, but they added 
that this did not appear to be a setback. 

.The y said the deadline was missed because 
of the logistical problems involved in mar- 
shalling so many banks around the world and 
in collating their responses. 

“It’s a giant undertaking," an official of 
one major bank said. “The responses are 
likely to be finally tallied by early next week ” 


A 13-member advisory group of leading 
creditor banks, which has been working 
closely with the Mexican government on the 
country’s new financial plan, was receiving 
telex messages from other banks and tallying 
regional totals. 

The monetary and banking sources said K 
appeared that the total funds committed 
would be near, though perhaps not exactly 
equal to, the $5 billion target. 


IMF Managing Director Jacques de 
Larosiere had told the banks that he would 
not recommend that the fund's board 
approve Mexico's IMF loan unless banks 
assured him they would provide adequate 
funding. In addition to the bank loan, be has 
asked otherofficial bodies to put up $2 billion 
in 1983. He said that without the new money. 
Mexico would not be able to meet the 
economic conditions imposed in the IMF 
accord. 


De Larosiere had sought commitments by 
Wednesday. But monetary sources .said 
Thursday the IMF was being flexible about 
the deadline and was aware of the positive 
responses which were coming in to the loan 
request.

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Parliament obliges 
by voting Kohl out 




. -BONN. Dec. 17 (AP) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl intendonally lost a 
vote of confidence in parliament Friday after 
his Christian Democratic Party abstained at 
his request. 

The vote was 218 against the chancellor, 
with 8 votes for him and 248 abstentions. 
Kohl bad arranged in advance to lose the 
confidence vote so that he could then ask 
President Karl Carstens to dissolve parlia- 
ment and call early elections. 

Kohl came to power Oct. 1 promising early 
ejections next spring. Short of resigning from

KGB chief gets 
minister’s post 

MOSCOW, Dec. 17 (R) - KGB security 
police chief Vitaly Fedorchuk was appointed 
to head the Soviet interior Ministry Friday in 
a high-level reshuffle of Soviet . security 
organs, Tass news agency reported. 

Fedorchuk, head of the KGB since May, 
replaced Nikolai Shcholokov. a dose associate 
of the late President Leonid Brezhnev, as 
minister on internal affairs. The new head of 
the KGB will be Viktor Chebrikov, until now 
one of two first deputies to Fedorchuk. 

Fedorchuk is believed to be a dose associ- 
ate of Brezhnev's successor Yuri Andropov, 
who headed the KGB for 1 5 years until May. 
The KGB is responsible for guarding Soviet 
borders, foreign intelligence and counteres- 
pionage. and for investigating serious crime, 
including political offenses. 

The Ministry of Internal Affairs (MVD) is 
in charge of the uniformed Soviet police and 
of most criminal investigations. It also hand- 
les all questions concerning residence per- 
mits, passports and foreign traveL 


the chancellorship, losing a confidence vote 
was the only constitutional way the chancel- 
lor could ask Carstens to call the elections. 

By going the confidence vote route. Kohl 
will be able to campaign for the spring elec- 
tions as the incumbent chancellor, an advan- 
tage he would have lost bad he resigned. Kohl 
grinned broadly as the vote was announced, 
and his supporters cheered. 

The vote followed hours of debate and a 
half-hour speech by Kohl in which he insisted 
that arr anging to lose the confidence vote was 
constitutional and necessary to have elections 
on March 6- before their regularly scheduled 
date of 1984. 

“All parties represented in the German 
Bundestag (parliament) want new elections. 
By far the greater majority of our citizens 
want also new elections. 1 am convinced that 
the desired new elections are necessary -.to 
bring into order the state budget, to create 
jobs and reinvigorate the economy ..." Kohl 
said. 

His opponents said they too favored new 
elections, but said Kohl should have resigned 
to bring them about rather than going 
through the “constitutionally questionable" 
route of arranging to lose a confidence vote. 

“We waqt new elections, but damage to the 
constitution should not be allowed." said 
deputy Helga SchuchardL She was a member 
of the Free Democrat Party but resigned after 
her party abandoned a coalition with former 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and voted with 
conservatives in parliament to elect Kohl- 
Chancellor on Oct. 1 . 

Both Mrs. Schuchardt and former Chancel- 
lor Willy BrandL Social Democrat, said KoU. 
a Christian Democrat, should resign if he 
wants hew elections. “If you want new elec- 
tions. it would have been best if yoti had 
taken the constitutionally trouble-free way 
— resignation." Brandt said. 

“ If we can do this today, any government in 
the future despite the constitution can com- 
plete the tasks it wants to do and then call new 
elections." Brandt said. ■ 

The specter of frequent elections, is dis- 
tasteful to West Germans because of their 
history between the two world wars, when in 
1 3 years .they were called to the polls eight 
times. The political chaos in this period, 
known as the Weimar era. helped fuel the rise 
of Adolf Hitler, who took advantage of the 
warring party factions to come to power leg- 
ally. 

After World War II. the authors of the 
West German constitution, seeking to avoid a 
repetition of Weimar, decided that elections 
should be held every four years unless the 
chancellor finds himself without a majority in 
parliament. 

Kohl's critics are saying that by arranging 
to lose the confidence vote, he is making it 
look as though he does not have a majority in 
parliament, although in reality he has. and is 
therefore manipulating the constitution just 
to get early elections. Carstens has 21 days to 
decide whether to call the new elections, 
which Kohl wants held on March 6.

Arrested Turk denies plot against pope 


SOFIA. Dec, 1 7 (AFP) — Turkish shop- 
keeper Bekir Celenk. accused of paying 
money to the man convicted of trying to 
assassinate Pope John Paul EL Friday denied 
any involvement in the affair. 

•I* had no part in the plot against the pope" 
Celenk. being held by Bulgarian authorities, 
said at a press conference here.- “If I was 
involved... I would not have stayed in 
Europe. I would have left for Asia or another 
continent.” 

Celenk has been accused of paying off 
Mehmet Ali Agca. serving a life sentence in 
Italy fertile assassination attempt. He said at 
the press conference that he was prepared to 
go to Rome to argue his innocence before 
investigating Judge Dario Martclla “if the 
Bulgarian authorities permit it." and “if I am 


given guarantees that I will not be arrested on 
my arrival in Rome.” 

A report received in ; Vienna said the Bul- 
garian prosecutor had invited Judge Maitella 
to come to Sofia, and had offered his assis- 
tance in the investigation. 

In Rome Friday, the English langauge 
newspaper. Da3y American, said Romanian 
President Nicolae Ccausescu had been 
informed in April 1981. by Romanian dip- 
lomats in Sofia, of a Bulgarian plan to assas- 
sinate the pope, and that he sought to dis- 
suade Sofia authorities. Quoting “Romanian 
diplomats who recently arrived in Europe to 
renegotiate Romania's external debt." the 
paper said Bulgarian authorities replied to 
President Ccauscscu that his information was 
unfounded. 


U.S. Air Force gets Cruises 


ROME. New York. Dec. 17 (AP) The 
Cruise missile became a part of the U.S. Air 
Force Arsenal, with Griffiss Ah- Force base 
the first to get the nuclear weapon that flies at 
tree-top level. 

Beginning Thursday, some of the 16 B-S2 
bombers in the 4 1 6th bombardment wing will 
carry a half-dozen of the missiles under each 
wing — the first of what eventually will be a 
200-plane force which could launch a strike 
at the Soviet Union on 10 minutes' notice. 

The air-launched Cruise missile program 
also is targeted for seven other bases of the 
Strategic Air Command. 

Dr. Irwin Redlener of Utica, a spoksman 
for the 30.000-member Physicians for Social 
Responsibility, said deploying the missile at 
Griffiss was a local tragedy and a move calcu- 
lated to goad the Soviets into extending the 
aims race, 

“In the event of war, tins area would be 
saturated with nuclear weapons, and it would 
become essentially uninhabitable and unsur- 


vivable." he said Wednesday. 

Proponents say the missiles, which fly at 
804 kph. can hit targets with computer- 
controlled accuracy from up to 2.4 13- 
kilomcters away. TTie USSR has no Cruise 
missiles. 

Cruise missiles cost about Sone million a 
piece and carry a 300-kiloton bomb with an 
explosive force 1 5 times greater than the one 
dropped on Hiroshima. Japan. The terrain- 
following Cruise missile is designed to strike 
targets inside the Soviet Union from beyond 
the range of Russian defenses, flying under 
the Soviet radar. 

The Cruise figures heavily in Pentagon 
planning. In addition to the air force, the navy 
plans to buy thousands of Cruise missiles and 
put them on a variety of ships, including the 
newly renovated World War n battleships. In 
addition, the United States plans to deploy 
more than 400 nuclear-tipped Cruise missiles 
in Europe along with Pershing II missiles, 
starting next year. 


Meanwhile. Turkey formally requested the 
extradition from Bulgaria of Bekir Celenk. 
who is also wanted by the Italian police, a 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said in Ankara. 

He said Turkey had also asked Bulgaria to 
“furnish explanations for the reasons behind 
Celenk’s arrest and to keep him under deten- 
tion until a decision was reached on the 
extradition request." 

The 49-year-old Celenk. accused by Turk- 
ish authorities of being the man behind most 
of the arms and narcotics smuggling in Tur-. 
key. allegedly offered three million German, 
marks ($onc million) to Agca to shoot the 
pope. 

C’clcnk escaped from Turkey after the 
military coup of September. 1980. 
Authorities .threatened on several occasions 
to strip him of its nationality unless he turned 
himself in. Officials here could not say 
whether or not the threat was actually carried - 
out. if Celenk lost his nationality, the request 
for his extradition would not be accepted by - 
Bulgarian authorities.

You can't keep 
buying dictionaries Ibis word is like hun- 
dreds of others that can weO be pronounced 
either of two ways (sometimes three). If 
enough people, educated or not, begin to 
say a word in a new or different way, it will 
ordinarily find its way into the dictionaries. 

Culinary, if you're interested, comes 
from a Latin word cutina meaning kitchen 
It’s related to cnfaiue. 

Fact or fiction? Here’s a little problem of 
grammar a reader brings up. “If be (was.

In simple language, the everyday answer 
is: say ekher one: but if you warn to be 
strictly correct, say were.

Genetic manipulations

WASHINGTON (AP) — A group of hefty 
mice may be forerunners to giant cattle that 
produce greater food supplies, say scientists 
who used genetic manipulation tp produce 
' the big rodents. 

Researchers said in a report published 
Thursday that the transfer of genes from rats 
into mice resulted in animals up to twice their 
norma! size The genetic engineering 
development could be applied' to farm ani- 
mals, they said. 

The research shows cross- species genetic 
manipulation can have a major effect on sub- 
sequent generations. In a report published in. 
Nature, a British science journal, researchers 
say the resulting big mice are visual examples 
of the impact of planning genetic change. 

Similar genetic alterations haw been 
accomplished in past research with bacteria.* 
flies and mammals, buf the results have been 
: subtle. 7 his wo A .mostly -involved passing on.-, 
the ability to make enzy mesororber chenii-

: or’} "measurements. •’ We wanted to make 
changes that you could see. changes that were 
: obvious," said Dr. Ralph L. Brinster of the

Dr. Richard D- Pal miter of the University 
of Washington in Seattle, another . col- 
laborator. said the researchers “essentially 
created a genetic disease comparable to gig- 
antism in humans." * 

. Palrairer said the new. mice model may be 
useful in studying gigantism, the rare human 
disease that results in abnormal growth. 

“ Another important goal is to see if you can 


make it work in species other than mice," he 
continued. Although it would be more dif- 
ficult, said the researchers, it may be possible 
to apply this technique to increase the size of 
food animals as a supplement to traditional 
breeding methods. 

“The implicit possibility is to use this tech- 
nology to stimulate rapid growt h of commer- 
cially valuable animals," said the report. 
" Benefit would presumably accrue from a 
shorter production time and possibly from 
i ncreased efficiency of food utilization as well 
as immediate milk production." 

The researchers took the gene that pro- 
duces growth hormone- in the pituitary gland 
of rats and combined it with part of a mouse 
gence. This gene combination made 
of deoxv ribon ulle k acid (DNA), 
the basic substance of heredity, was injected 
into fertilized mouse eggs and the eggs put 
into female mice.

“Growth hormone levels in some of the 
transgenic mice were upto 8 00- fold higher 
than in normal mice, resulting in animals 
nearly twice the weight of their unaffected 
littermates," said the study. . 

And one of the mice transmitted the com- 
bined gene to 10 of T9 of its offspring, sug- 
gesting that the new gene was stably inte- 
grated into the animate* hereditary material, 
said the report.

WASHINGTON, (WP) - The first gal- 
lery of primitive cave an to be found in 
North America has been discovered 1,100 
feet down in a Tennessee cave at the end of 
several low, watery passages. 

Thousands of drawings of people, birds, 
turtles, and a variety of other animals are 
etched into the soft mud walls of a 300- 
foot-long underground passage that served 
H(K) years ago as a sanctuary for drawing 
and possible rituals. 

The newly discovered gallery doubles the 
entire quantity of an ever found from the 
Mississippi culture, a civilization that 
inhabited America's Mississippi River basin 
from 900 to 1700 A.D.. according to Jon 
Muller, a prehistoric American art expert 
from Southern Illinois University in Car- 
bon dale, Illinois, who was part of the team 
studying the drawings. 

“A decorated cave like this is unique in 
North America so far, and ir may be unique 
in the world," said Charles Faulkner, ant- 
hropologist at the University of Tennessee 
and leader of the group that presented pic- 
tures and explanations of the discovery. 

Xhhough some Indian art is chiseled in 
rock shelters elsewhere in North America, 
the researchers said the gallery pf drawings 
is unique because it is etched in mud in a 
deep cave, and because the find so far 
exceeds other an of the period in both 
quantity and its nearly perfect preservation. 

Like the famous and much older deep 
cave art of Lascaux, France, this gallery 
apparently was used by the artists for no 
purposes other than as a sanctuary where 
l drawings were made and where some rituals 


connected with them may have been carried 
out, MuQer said at a news conference at the 
National Geographic Society. The society 
sponsored the expedition to examine and 
photograph the cave. 

Patty Jo Watson of Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis, an expert in American cave 
research, said this cave is unlike anything 
else she has seen or heard of. She said pre- 
historic people were avid cave explorers, 
and evidence of their presence has been 
found in many caves, but in all other cases 
the people were living there, exploring, or 
digging for minerals only. “The closest 
parallel is with the Ice Age an in caves in the. 
south of France ,'* she said, where several 
hundred cave paintings were made in 
shrines about 1 5.000 years ago. 

Half a dozen samples of ash. taken from ' 
cane torches used by the Indians to light the 
gallery as they made the drawings, showed 
dates ranging from 4o0 to 1 730 A.D. But 
the researchers said that most of the draw- 
ings probably were made between 1 1 00 and 
1300 A.D.. because most of the carbon 
dates cluster in that period and many of the 
images match those from other art objects 
of that time. 

The walls of thp cave were covered with 
mud of the consistency of modeling clay. 
The draWings were scratched into this clay 
with fingers or sticks. Because the environ- 
ment of the cave has been uniform for 
thousands of years, with an even tempera- 
ture and 100 percent humidity, the soft mud 
and its etchings have not deteriorated. The 
size and complexity of the drawings varies. 
Some are a few inches high, and others are 
yards long. Some appear to be childish stick 


figures, and others are far more elaborate 
tracings wfib multiple outlines. Some areas 
are gouged out and others are raised to 
make three-dimensional features. There 
are some footprints pressed into the soft 
walls. 

Images are scratched on top of images, 
and m some cases It appears that some of 
the animal images were struck with sticks or 
logs as a sort of ritual killing, MuQer said. As 
in the cave paintings of France, he said, it 
appears the act of making the drawings was 
the important thing, and preserving them 
quite unimportant. Muller said it appears 
that there were few people, perhaps fewer 
than half a dozen, who drew the images and 
possibly used the cave for religious pur- 
poses. Although tbe cave may have been 
first entered with torches about 460 A.D. 
for exploration, it is believed that the artists 
frequented h about 1150 A.D. 

The cave, now called “ Mud Glyph Cave” 
by the researchers, was familiar to people in 
the East Tennessee area where it is located, 
but it did not appear to be more than about 
75 feet deep. Beyond the first cavern, how- 
. ever, a small hole led to others and at the 
end of a 30-foot stretch so low that it could 
only be traversed on tbe stomach, a long 
gallery was recently discovered, 10 feet 
high, 15 feet wide, and 315 feet long. The 
gallery was first found by Walter MerreU, a 
spelunker, or cave explorer, and U.S. forest 
service ranger. 

Those exploring the cave are determined 
to keep its location secret, because the mud 
drawings could easily be damaged and 
because plunderers who heard of the 
underground gaUery have already entered j 
the cave once to dig for valuable artifacts J 


Asians demand share in Antarctic wealth

SINGAPORE (Depthnews) — Pressure is 
mounting from Asian developing countries to 
strip Australia and six other countries of tbeir 
territorial claims to Antarctica and "inter- 
nationalize” the vast polar continent for the 
benefit of mankind. 

' India, one of the largest and most influen- 
tial Third World nations, has already- 
declared that the vast, disputed continent is 
open to all. and not the preserve of rich coun- 
tries. To underscore its stand. India sent a 
scientific expedition to Antarctica last 
November — nine months after its first 
exploratory foray into the area. 

One of Australia's closest neighbors in 
Southeast Asia has also added its voice to 
what diplomatic sources say is a growing 
Third World. demand for a fair sharing erf 
Antarctica's petroleum, mineral and marine 
food resources which many scientists believe 
are enormous. 

In a recent speech to the United Nations 
General A&mjbly. Malaysia's Prime Minis- 
ter Mahathir Muhammad noted that a 
number of countries had laid claim to huge 
wedges of Antarctica. 

Observers say the countries involved are 
Australia. New Zealand. Norway. France. 
Britain. Argentina and Chile, Australia 
claims the biggest area — some 6.5 million of 
the 15.5 million-square -kilometer territory. 

Dr. Mahathir said tbe seven countries must 
give up their claims and either act as trustees 
for the nations of the world or let the U.N. 
administer the whole area. "The days when 
the rich nations -of the world can take for 
themselves whatever territory and resources 
they have access to are over." he said. 
Antarctica could provide the world with 



food and other resources for its development 
and he felt it only right that such resources 
should benefit poor nations as much as the 
rich. 

"Now that we have reached agreement on 
the Law of the Sea. tbe U.N. must convene a 
meeting in order to define tbe problem of 
uninhabited lands, whether claimed or 
unclaimed, and to determine the rights of all 
nations to these lands." Dr. Mahathir said. 

He added: “We are aware of the Treaty of 
Antarctica concluded by a few nations which 
provides for their cooperation for scientific 
research and prohibits non-peaceful 
activities. 

“While there is some merit in this treaty, it 
is nevertheless an agreement between a select 


group of countries and does not reflect the 
true feelings of members of the U.N. or their 
just claims. A new international agreement is 
required so that historical episodes are not 
made into facts to substantiate claims." 

The Antarctic treaty was signed in 1 959 by 
12 “consultative parties" — Argentina. 
Australia. Belgium. Chile. France. Japan. 
New Zealand. Norway. South ’Africa, the 
Sovit Union. Britain and the U.S. Since then. 
Poland and West Germany have joined. 

The treaty does not grant territorial rights 
or recognize claims. It reserves the continent 
south of 60 degrees latitude for peaceful 
research and international cooperation. 
However. Third World concern that the 
“Antarctic Gub" may use the treaty as an 
umbrella for making commercial arrange- 
ments to the advantage of members has been 
heightened over the past couple of years by 
discussions whithin the treaty framework on 
exploitation of mineral and marine life 
resources. 

Talks on the latter were held in Australia 
sometime ago and New Zealand earlier 
announced that treaty nations would meet in 
Wellington in January to work out regula- 
tions controlling exploration and possible 
minin g of tihe frozen continent's eneTgy 
resources. 

In recent years, international interest has* 
focused on the belief that Antarctica conceals 
huge resources of oil., natural gas. ores. . 
uranium and even gold, diamonds and 
platinum. Geologists think it may have been 
part of a super-continent, in the Southern 
Hemisphere and that it bolds mineral 
deposits similar to those found in Australia. 
South Africa and Latin America.

U.S, creates 
millionaires 
by lotteries

NEW ORLEANS (R) — Few national 
scandals have had more prolonged effects on 
the American conscience than the first 
attempts in tbe United States to raise public 
funds by lotteiy. But after almost 100 years, 
individual American states have ag^in seen 
the potential profit in legalizing small-time 
lotteiy gambling and last year they generated 
$3.5 billion from the gambler with a few dol- 
lars to risk. 

The disastrous early efforts by the state of 
I Louisiana to raise funds by lotteiy had by the 
turn of the century led to laws forbidding 
lotteries in 36 states. Created by legislative 
charter in 1869. the Louisiana Lottery was a 
company headed by Charles T. Howard, 
frontman for a New York crime syndicate. 

By assorted schemes and fraud. Howard 
and his cronies hqed their pockets with upto 
$29 million a year, paying only $240,000 
annually to the state, less to winners. Appal- 
led. Congress brought an end to the lottery in 
1 893. It was not until New Hampshire passed 
a sweepstakes law in 1963 that lotteries 
revived as a source of public revenue. 

Of the $3.5 billion spent on lottery tickets 
last year more than $1 billion in proceeds 
returned to participating states, according to 
the Public Gaming Research Institute. 

Lottery profits for state governments are 
expected to rise again this year. Although 
some states devote gambling revenues to 
specific needs, such as education, highway 
construction or debt reduction, others pour 
lottery dollara into their general funds, dis- 
pensing them as needed for government ser- 
vices. 

Legal lotteries today are computerized, 
avertised and cheap to play, with tickets cost- 
ing 50 cents to $1. The lure for millions of 
ticket buyers, as with other gamblers, is a 
chance for huge payoffs on very small 
investments. For a few. the lotteries pay 
handsomely.- New York Loreiy Director 
John Q uinn says his state has created 85 mil- 
lionaires since the lottery started in 1 967. and 
Maryland officials say they have made 16 
millionaires since 1 973. 

But tbe odds are with the house. One game 
in Massachusetts, called the Holiday Jackpot, 
with prizes ranging from $1 to $1 00.000. has 
odds ofl - 1 .209.000 against a player winning 
top money and 1 -in-252.000 against a 
$5,000 prize. But lottery receipts and studies 
show long-time gamblers keep coming back, 
joined annually by thousands of new ones. 

The growing popularity of lottery games is 
not a U.S. phenomenon. There are 75 coun- 
tries. some of which have backed games of 
chance for hundreds of years, in the Interna- 
tional Association of Lotteries. 

In the United States, lotteries are ran 
primarily in the Northeast and Midwest. 
States now holding lotteries are Connecticut. 
Delaware. Maine. Ohio. Maryland. Mas- 
sachusetts. Michigan. New Hampshire. New 
Jersey. New York. Illinois. Arizona. Penn- 
sylvania. Rhode Island and Vermont. Games 
were recently approved for Colorado and 
Washington state. 

Since 1973. when Maryland's lottery 
opened, total sales within the state have 
grown from $25 million to $423 milli on. The 
lottery is now the state’s third largest source 
of income, following income and sales taxes. 
In the past nine years, lotteries there have 
drawn almost $2 billion in gross sales. More 
than half the money has been returned to 
players in prizes, with almost as much going 
into state coffers, said Maryland lottery direc- 
tor Martin Puncke. 

He said that after expenses 35 cents of 
every net lottery dollar goes to public educa- 
tion. with 21- cent? to hospitals aA^ taalth. 
services. Seven cento tftb&man resourced five 
cents to law enforcement and four cents to 
counties and the city of Baltimore. 

In New York, where lottery proceeds are 
dedicated to education. Quinu said: “It costs 
approximately $3,000 to educate a child per 
year. Since the new lottery has been in exis- 
tence — since 1 976 — we have turned over to 
the state $738 million." 

Business has been so good this year that 
New York recently revised its sales expecta- 
tions up from $540 million to $575 million." 
with an estimated $22 million going into State 
coffers. 

Massachusetts' lotteiy has been operating 
for 1 0 years, with proceeds to lo<^ govern- 
ments totaling $274.6 million. Additionally 
more than $224 million has gone to charity 
with $43.8 million flowing into the general 
fund. 

A common complaint against lotteries is 
that poor people are hardest hit by games of 
chance, but studies show that the poor pur- 
chase lottery tickets proportionately less than 
their percentage of population, according to 
the Public Gaming Review.

At74,Dr. Michael DeBakey strives for perfectionin medical field

HOUSTON — There is a certain degree of 
anticipation when one is -about to meet a 
celebrity. I had that feeling as I was shown 
into the conference room at Methodist Hos- 
pital m Houston to wait for Dr. Michael 
DeBakey. Two wafts of the room were filled 
' with some oft he myriad awards, recognitions 
and achievements of this world famous car- 
diovascular surgeon 

In the center of the certificates was a pic- 
ture of Dr. DeBakey wearing a blue surgical 
scrub suit standing at the window of his 
operating room. Before I could read even 
■ half of the plaques^ he walked in through a 
side door looking familiar, even though we 
had never met, in his blue scrub suit, white 
laboratory coat .and surgical mask hanging 
loose around his neck. He extended si friendly 
hand and said; “Hdlo, Tm Dr. DeBakey.” 

Michael Ellis DeBakey is perhaps the best 
known heart surgeon in the world. His medi- 
cal career has spanned four decades with sub- 
stantial contributions to the field of medicine, 
particularly to cardiovascular surgery. At age 
74, DeBakey is fit and as enthusiastic about 
his work as any young resident in his training 
program. 

There is no doubt that DeBakey is a unique 
individual. Men of his stature are few and far 
between. Medicine is his life's work as well as 
his recreation and relaxation. This interest 
extends to the education of other physicians 
and. the .public. He has brought glory and 
prestige to his country as well as to his Arabic 
heritage. 

Dr. DeBake/s parents immigrated to the 
United States from Lebanon at the end of the 
19th century. As young children growing up 
in Lake Charles, Louisiana. DeBakey, his 
brother and two sisters were instilled with the 
values he exhibits today: perseverance, 
determination and compassion- Insistence bn 
excellence is perhaps his hallmark, something 
he demands of himself and of every doctor 
passing through his program. Dr. Hartwell 
Whisennand, a former student and now 
DeBakey associate, remembers that. “Dr. 
DeBakey always taught us to strive for per- 
fection. We have to be precise with particular 
attention to even the smallest detail. He 
reminded us constantly that mediocrity is the 
enemy of every good physician.” • 

While DeBakey was still in medical school 
he began setting the -standards that would 
distinguish his career. -As a student, he 
developed a modified roller pump for use in 
blood transfusions. This device was a notable 
improvement over the pumps being used at 
that time. It was later incorporated into the 
heart-lung machine which made the first 
open-heart surgery a success. This machine, 
which functions -as foe patient’s heart and 
lungs dnring the operation, has made possible 
the life-saving advances in ; open-heart 
. surgery. .V. : > • . 


After finishing his training at Tulane Uni- 
versity in New Orleans. Louisiana. DeBakey 
went abroad to do post-graduate work at the 
universities of Strasbourg and Heidelberg. 
' Upon his return to the United States, Dr. 
DeBakey accepted a position on the surgical 
faculty athisaima mater. Tulane University. 
During his tenure, be took leave to serve his 
country in World War II. By the end of the 
war, DeBakey had attained the rank of a 
colonel in the office of the surgeon general, a 
rank he still bolds in the Reserve Army. 

In 1948 Dr. DeBakey left his ' native 
Louisiana to assume the position of chairman 
of suigexy at Baylor College of Medicine in 
Houston. Texas. At that time, the college did 
not enjoy the national reputation it does 
today. DeBakey* s precise and organized 
maimer along with intense medical research 
brought the college into the public eye in the 
early 1950s. It was this decade that saw 
developments and procedures that made 
medical history. 

In August 1 953. Dr. DeBakey saw a 53- 
year-old bus driver who was experiencing 
weakness in his right arm and leg and was 
having trouble in talking and writing. Test 
results showed that the man bad insufficient 
blood flow to his brain through, the left 
carotid artery. This artery, which carries 
oxygenated blood from the heart to the brain, 
was partially blocked by materials in the 
blood Until this time, patients with this con- 
dition had little of hope of resuming normal 


lives, but Dr. DeBakey, confident from 
experimentation, decided to operate and 
remove the blockage. This was the first time 
such a procedure had been successfully done 
on this vital artery. The operation was a 
major breakthrough in the prevention and 
treatment of strokes. 

At the same time, DeBakey and his associ- 
ates were working on a project to develop 
artificial arteries made of woven fabric. 
These fabric arteries, called grafts, were 
necessary as replacements for sections of dis- 
eased. natural arteries. In his experiments. 
Dr. DeBakey took sheets of various materials 
and fashioned them into tubes. He did this by 
sewing the edges together on his wofe’s sew- 
ing ma chin e. After extensive experience in 
the laboratory, DeBakey concluded that the 
Dacron fabric was the best and in September, 
1 954 he successfully used hfe machine 
stitched graft to repair an abdominal aneur- 
ysm (a permanently expanded section of a 
blood vessel) in a 54-year-old man. 

Improvements on the grail continued and 
Dr. DeBakey worked with a textile expert 
who developed a special machine to knit 
seamless tubes in different sizes to be used 
instead of the machine-stitched ones. Studies 
on thoiisancfe; of patients having these artifi- 
cial artery grafts prove that they can be 
expected to resume normal life functions. 

During 1950s. DeBakey continued to 
operate and develop new procedures for 
treatment of aneurysms and occluded 
(blocked) blood vessels. The developments 


resulted in a series of medically significant 
“firsts” which included repair and/or 
replacement on most major blood vessels in 
the body. Today these procedures are per- 
formed hundreds of times each day around 
the world saving as many lives. 

These operations provided some of the 
information necessary for the first coronary 
artery bypass which Dr. DeBakey performed 
in 1 964. The procedure becomes necessary 
when the patient has a blockage in the coro- 
nary artery. This is the artery which supplies 
the heart itself with blood. The surgeon 
removes a segment of a long vein from the 
patient’s leg and attaches one end below the 
blocked coronary artery. The other end is 
attached to the aorta, the main vessel carry- 
ing blood out of the heart. By adding this 
extra section of vein, the blockage is bypassed 
and the heart receives its required amount of 
blood. 

“We do this operation about 1 0 to 1 2 times 
each day." Dr. DeBakey said. It has become 
the most co mm on heart surgery providing 
relief to people who have suffered heart 
attacks. Since the first one in the 1 960s, Dr. 
DeBakey estimates that he and his team have 
performed this operation more than 30.000 
times. 

In addition to the procedures he has per- 
fected, DeBakey has developed more than 50 
surgical instruments and tools. He also 
pioneered the development of artificial heart 
valves used to replace damaged and diseased 
valves.

Dear Mrs. K. As many over 40 wiD. say. “'Welcome to- the chib” 
But. arthritis is no joke. There are at least 3 1 million arthritis suffer- 
ere in the United States, and over 20 million are women. There are at 
least 100 various types. The most common are rheumatoid arthritis, 
osteoarthritis, gouty' arthritis, ankylosing spondylitis, juvenile arth- 
ritis and arthritis associated with lupus. 

Osteoarthritis is the most prevalent associated with aging and 
erosion of the joints. Rheumatoid arthritis is one of the most painful 
and crippling types. Anky losing spondy litis is a disease of the spine. It 
attacks men 10 times more often than women. The condition may 
cause increased stiffness to the point that. the spine becomes rigid. 
Gout is due to excess uric arid in the body. Too much is formed or too 
little excreted. Although the big toe is a favorite point of attack, it 
may settle in any joint. Juvenile arthritis is similar to rheumatoid 
arthritis. It may begin infancy or in the teen yeare. Lupus.' in addition 
to affecting the joints, may affect the skin and internal organs. Other 
forms are psoriatic arthritis, rheumatic fever, fibrositis and 
scleroderma. About a quarter million children in the United States 
suffer from arthritis.

In the latter instance, the 
patient may require special. experts for treatment: a rheumatologist, 
a hematologist (specialist in blood diseases) and a nephrologist 
(specialist in kidney diseases). 1 think your doctor will be. willing to 
call in any consultants your sister may need.

Dr. Michael DeBakey 

It is said that Dr. DeBakey is so technically 
precise that what may be difficult for an aver- 
age surgeon is easy for him. He has shown 
that heart surgery can be safely performed 
and the patient restored to a better state of 
health than he enjoyed before the operation. 

Dr. DeBakey considers research an essen- 
tial part of his practice. The death of a patient 
makes the surgeon realize the limit of his 
knowledge. Tins is what makes research so 
vital. DeBakey reiterates that advances made 
by medical researchers or surgical teams must 
reflect credit on work done by others in the 
past and related work in the present as weQ. 

As important as doing research and repair- 
ing hearts is the education of young physi- 
cians. DeBakey has been involved in dis- 
seminating knowledge throughout his career. 
This started in the 1 940s with his teaching 
positions at Tulane Medical School and 
Baylor College of Medicine. In addition to his 
surgery and research. Dr. DeBakey has 
served in several administrative capacities at 
Baylor, providing teaching hospital affilia- 
tions for his students. 

In 1 969 DeBakey was appointed president 
of Baylor and now serves as chancellor of the 
institution while retaining his position as 
chairman of surgeiy. Since coming to Hous- 
ton in 1 948, he has been involved in training 
some 3.200 physicians in various specialities. 

Surgeons trained in Dr. DeBakey’ s car- 
diovascular program number more than 57S 
and hail from some 35 countries. Many of 
them represent the Arab world. These skilled 
surgeons go on to other teaching institutions, 
many returning to practice in their home 
countries. In this way the expertise and know- 
ledge is passed on to other students. 

Dr. DeBakey has been involved in writing 
over 1000 articles and chapters for profes- 
sional books and journals. He docs not. how- 
ever. limit his attention to educating physi- 
cians. DeBakey is acutely a ware of the impor- 
tance of educating the public about the dan- 
gers of heart disease and what can be done to 


pre vent it. To this end. he co-authored a book ; 
entitled The Living Heart which explains, in . 
nontechnical language, how the heart itself . 
works as well as the disease processes that can ‘ 
damage it. 

Dr. DeBakey spends approximately one- 
third of his time traveling. The trips take him 
to meetings around the United States, and he 
regularly travels to foreign countries. He is 
generally the featured speaker at these meet- 
ings, explaining new procedures or receiving 
an award from one international society or 
another. Because of his skiO and knowledge, 
he is often requested to treat dignitaries, 
including presidents and kings. 

Dr. DeBakey is not a stranger to the King- 
dom of Saudi Arabia. In 1 976 he met with 
government officials and. ultimately, with the 
late King Khaled bin Abdul Aziz to discuss 
the possibility of establishing an open-heart 
surgery program at the King Faisal Specialist 
Hospital and Research Center in Riyadh. 
The program was approved and in May 1 978, 
DeBakey and the first team arrived in 
Riyadh. 

There are five senior surgeons, all trained 
by DeBakey. each of whom spends three 
months per year in Riyadh. Each brings a 
complete operating team including a junior 
surgeon, anesthetist, nurses and technicians. 
Dr. DeBakey himself travels to Riyadh once 
a year to oversee the program and perform 
surgery. 

“We are pleased." DeBakey said, “that 
our results in Saudi Arabia are virtually the 
same as they are in Houston.” This is a credit 
to the skill of the surgeons and teams as well 
as the facilities with which they are provided 
Since the program began, the te ams have per- 
formed over 1.600 operations. Of those, 
more than 1 .200 were cardiac cases, over half 
requiring the use of the be art-lung machine. ■ 

Dr. DeBakey commended the royal family 
not only for their cooperation and participa- 
tion in the heart program at Kmg Faisal 
Specialist Hospital but also for the work they 
support in providing more health-care 
facilities and educational institutions for the 
people of the Kingdom. •' 

Dr. Michael DeBakey* s life has been dedi- 
cated to saving the lives of others. After more 
than 40 years as a physician, the cardiovascu- 
lar surgeon continues to operate daily and 
develop instruments and procedures which 
allow him to continue saving lives. His pace 
has not slowed down and a 1 2-hour working 
day is routine for him. He commented that 
over his career, he has seen ‘cardiovascular 
surgery brought to a low-risk, high-precision ' 
art which relieves pain and restores normal ' 
functions.” 

In spite of honors and awards. Dr. 
DeBakey is a hard-working surgeon caring 
first and foremost for his patients.. He is a 
gentleman who sees what must be done and . 
does it most efficiently. - ;

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Devastated by hurricane 


Tonga’ s plight gets special U.N. attention

NEW YORK (Depthnews) — With the 
wreckage of hurricane Isaac stiff fresh in their 
minds. United Nations aid experts returned 
from Tpnga carrying a shopping list of 48 
projects posting about $58 million. 

which was presented to the 
U.N.' ^Sfefleral Assembly, says the islanders' 
needs extend well beyond basic reconstruc- 
tion. Tonga has already dropped a request for 
recognition as one of the world’s least 
developed nations : — a rating which would 
have put it in the r unnin g for special consid- 
eration with countries like Bangladesh and 
NepaL 

But the average Tongan still earns less than 
$500 a a year and the coconut and banana 
plantations which form the country's agricul- 
tural-base. have been in decline for years. 

It^ljomist industry has been hard hit by the 
energyt crisis and the re-routing of much of 
the region’s aviation and shipping traffic; and 
the flight of the more enterprising Tongans to 
work elsewhere in the Pacific has become the 
most reliable source of foreign exchange. 
Worked remittances from abroad last year 
totalled almost SI 1 million. 

Tonga has a usable land mass of only 670 
square miles scattered over 171 islands, and 
the population of 94,000 is spread unevenly 


between 36 of them. Horses outnumber 
automobiles 10 to 1. Sixty percent of the land 
is planted to coconuts which provide the peo- 
ple with food, drink, cooking oil. livestock 
feed, timber, firewood, roofing materials and 
about $4.6 minion in annual export earnings. 

Hurricane Isaac's wind gusts of up to 200 
kilometers an hour ripped through the plan- 
tations on March 2 and reduced crop pros- 
pects by halt Ninety percent of the best 
banana plants were destroyed. 20 percent of 
privately owned houses were flattened and 
129 school classrooms were lost or damaged 
beyond repair. High tides combined to break 
up protecting walls along the coast of 
Nukualofa, the capital, and washed away what 
little' docking infrastructure there was. Six 
lives were lost and damage has been esti- 
mated at $19 million. 

Tonga's capacity to batten down and 
regroup after the hurricane was almost ml. As 
each island was hit. contact with neighboring 
communities was lost; it took a week before 
internal communications could be re- 
established. International links were severed 
for two days and Radio Tonga was out of 
action in the critical hours before and after 
the hurricane when the public needed gui- 
dance and support most. 

The country was left with a few church 
halls, a factory, a disused restaurant and a 


carpentry workshop to store perishable relief 
supplies. It was several months before 
storm-proof warehousing could be built with 
‘British support. 

A vital part of the aid package proposed for 
Tonga is a system which would guarantee 
communications during future emergencies 
and educate the public in “disaster prepared- 
ness." Also included in the proposal are the: 

Replacement of a 30-year-old hand- 
operated slipway by a 300-ton facility cater- 
ing to Japanese and Korean fishing vessels 
which would otherwise dry dock in Fiji ($4.3 
million); reconstruction of seven kilometers 
of foreshore protection walls around 
•Nukualofa and five kilometers of the same 
around Kanakopolu at a cost of $1 million 
per kilometer; replacement of 2.700 private 1 
homes ($3 million); reconstruction of schools 
($3.6 million); and rejuventation of the fish- 
ing and agricultural sectors of the economy 
($7.8 million). 

By far. the largest proposals, however, 
relate to infrastructure which would re- 
establish Tonga’s tourist and transportation 
Knks with the outside world. These include 
the am structi on of a new tourist hotel. $3.2 
million; upgrading of the Fua'amotu airport 
which serves the capital. $8.1 million; and 
improvements to the outer islands’ airports. 
54.1 million. 


There is no guarantee that Tonga will get 
all or even half the S5S million it wants. How- 
ever. the UN. General Assembly agreed two 
years ago to establish a trust fund for its 
economic and social development; it is also 
committed to mobilize funds outside the 
usual aid chancels. Efforts will be made to 
raise the money bilaterally through 
approaches to governments and lending 
institutions. 

The Tonga trust fund is a UN. first for the 
Asia-Pacific region. It is worthy of special 
note because the U.N. in the past has been 
inclined to leave the small island developing 
countries of the Pacific to their own devices. 
Most are well qualified for UN. assistance 
because of their low average GNP (gross 
national product). Many are now UN. mem- 
bers (Tonga is not) but their populations are 
small and their needs have teen easy to 
Ignore in company with those on the scale of 
Bangladesh or Upper Volta. 

Included in the mission to Tonga were rep- 
resentatives of the U.N. Industrial Develop- 
ment Organization. International Labor 
Organization. Food and Agriculture Organ- 
ization. World Health Organization, Interna- 
tional Telecommunications Union. UN. 
Development Program and the Economic 
and Social Commission for Asia and the 
Pacific. 


Swiss town council pleads 
for protection from crime

CHI ASS O (LOS) — The town council of 
Cbiasso at the southernmost tip of Switzer- 
land. has sent an urgent plea to the regional 
government of the Canton of Ticino asking 
for more police protection from criminals. 
They stress the “deep uneasiness, discour- 
agement and anguish" of the local popula- 
tion over what is going-on in their midst. 

The appeal was inspired by the recent 
brutal murder of a Swiss petrol station 
owner attempting to resist a hold-up. The 
killers escaped, and are believed to have 
fled back over the border to Italy, using one 
of the many well-trodden trails which link 
the two countries. 

These trails were origin aDy beaten by 
smugglers, and it is ironic that the Swiss of 
the area may now be paying the price of the 
tolerance they showed in turning a blind eye 
to such traffic in times past. 

Italians made a regular and roaring trade 
of picking up loads of chocolate, coffee and 
j cigarettes and lumping them through the 
woods and over the hills on their backs to 
their own country where such merchandise 
costs more. 

Nowadays the smuggling trade is langu- 
i tshing. as a result of the sharp depreciation 


of the Italian lire against the Swiss franc. 
But its place has been taken by another, 
more deadly traffic. The trails have become 
escape routes for thieves, bandits and. now. 
murderers. 

Cbiasso householders no longer go out 
and leave their windows open and then- 
doors unlocked, as they once dkLBurglaiyis an 
almost daily occurrence. In recent months 
there has been a succession of bank and post 
office raids in the region. 

A particularly daring daylight hold-up of 
a branch in the village of Ruvigliana. on the 
outskirts of Lugano, caused the Union 
Bank of Switzerland (UBS) to decide to 
dose it down. Usually UBS thinks in terms 
of opening branches. 

The Swiss, for whom all this is a novel and 
very disagreeable experience, blame it 
mostly on their neighbors to the south; they 
see it as an extension of the crime wave that 
is sweeping northern Italy. And they 
believe that a major contributoiy factor is 
the ease with which criminals can escape 
over the border. 

They want to see this better patrolled, 
realizing at the same time the difficulty of 
keeping every bolthole under close surveil- 
lance. ,

Shells used as money in ancient China 

Ornamental objects from the deep sea

TAIPEI (FCR) - — In summer. If you ram- 
ble along the beach at dusk, you will discover 
floating offshore many often .beautiful crea- 
tures. seasheUs — a unique group in the 
biological world. With 1 12.000 species, they 
have existed on earth for more than 500 mil- 
lion years. • 

Since man's emergence on this world, he 
has known bow to use shells to make useful 
and interesting things. For example, people 
in ancient times converted conches and clams 
into cooking utensils and hunting weapons. 
Fishermen made .fishhooks from cone- 
shaped shells. Small, colored shells were used 
for ornaments. Seashclls discovered among 
other ancient human-owned relics can be 
taken as predous information, evidence to 
infer a people's mode of living in ancient 
times. 

Studying the distribution of old shells can 
be a reliable way for tracing the commercial 
routes of olden times. In andent China. 
Egypt. India. Africa. Southeast Asia. 
America, and the Pacific islands, people gave 
their seasheUs an economic status. Chinese 
characters such is mao (trade), j tsai (wealth). 
huo (commodities), tm (loan) and kou (buy) 
all indude the radical pd (shell). From the 
Hsia Dynasty (2205-1 782 B.C.) forward for 
more than 3.500 years the Chinese people 
used seashell money for trading. Although 
the Chin Dynasty abolished the use of 
seasheUs as currency, in the Early Han 
Dynasty (206 B.C.-A.D. 24) the people once 
again used shells as money. It is recorded that 
even as late as the Yuan Dynasty (1277- 
1367). the people of Yunnan Province were 
still using shell-money. 

The shell-bearing mollusks include gas- 
tropods. such as snails; pelecypods. such as 
clams and scallops; cephalopoda, such as 
nautili; and scaphopods. such as cone shells. 
Of course, some shell shave both marine and 
terrestial forms. Snails, .for example, appear 
in dark, damp areas; some live in trees. 
Whereas lakeshores. riversides, and surfaces 
of plants are the habitats of freshwater shells, 
marine shells concentrate in beach sands, on 
the coral reefs, and among the seaweeds. 

For gathering seasheUs. the best times 
would be on the first or the 1 5th day of each 
moon, as the tide rises.or ebbs. Live sea crea- 
tures usually have more flawless shells and 
brighter colors. The tools for collecting 
seasheUs along the beach include a small buc- 


ket. a screw driver, spade, and tweezers. It Is 
necessary to dive for shells in offshore areas. 
Deep water vessels arc needed to snare some 
of the beautiful decp-sca species. 

When processing shells, the dead ones 
should be washed in a diluted colorant lotion. 
However, collected live shells can be made 
into specimens through either a soaking or 
drying method., In the former, the gathered 
shells are soaked in 70 percent concentrated 
alcohol or 30 percent concentrated formalin. 
To make the bead, feet or the soft body 
emerge from the calcium carbonate mantle, 
put the live shell in a container of seawater. 
When ’the creature starts to emerge, pour 
magnesium sulphate solution and pepermint 
solution slowly into the container. After the 
animal is anesthetized, soak the shell in for- 
malin. 

Processing live shells through the drying 
method is complicated. Usually, a bright col- 
ored shell specimen must be made from a live 
seashell. Most of the dead shells found on- the 
beach lack luster. In order to keep their 
natuial bright colors. seasheUs must not be 
cooked in boiling water. Put them in a bigger 
container . (a fish globe wiU be the best) and 
pour warm water into it. When the bivalves 
open their shells, use a blade to cut through 
the lunge fastening and wash the shells with 
diluted hydrochloric acid. As for cone- 
shaped shells, it is necessary to pull the flesh 
out slowly when it begins to decay. 

The surface of a shell often has many 
adherent subtan ces. Use a solution of hyd- 
rochloric add to wash them off. Some borax, 
soda, or hydrogen peroxide will maintain the 
luster of the shells. Then, take out the soaked 
shells and wash them with water, soap, and a ■ 
sponge. Keep the cleaned shells out of the sun 
and away from humid areas so that the origi- 
nal colors will be maintained. If the shells are 
not to be dyed or painted later, apply some 
baby oil or polish to keep the dust off. 

Each of the processed shells should then be 
identified with a label indicating where and 
when it was picked up and its sdentific name. 
Like collections of stamps and coins, a shell 
collection can be expanded through variety 
exchanges with other shell lovers. Such 
seashell collections please the mind and 
delight the spirit, enrich one's knowledge of 
nature, and even make some rich.

Brazil’s destitute children 
present saddening spectacle

RIO DE. JANEIRO (Depthnews) ■ — 
Amid the flashy.infrastructure- of the very 
adult city of Rio de Janeiro, a visitor is con- 
stantly reminded of the needs of its children. 
This saddening ^specttkJewas brought tb the 
fore during'tny feamt visit to BrariL \ 

Day. and night, bands of 10 and 11-year- 
old, barely tall enough to be seen in the 
traffic, work thefr way between, the rows of 
auto mobiles snarled at city -and suburban 
intersections seQingdgarettes, chewing gum, 
newspapers and small cards of sewing needles 
and thread. And diners along the canopied 
streets will frequently part company with a 
basket of- bread rolls . or a chicken leg to a 
duster of small, unaccompanied beggars. 

More than one- third of all Brazilians tinder 
the age of 18 live on the streets without par- 
ents, guardians or family support. They work 
as peddlers, bootblacks and laborers; in the 
major towns and cities they are blamed for 
most of the petty crime. 

The United Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) estimates there are about 25 mil- 
lion street children in Brazil — perhaps half 
the total for all of Latin America. Most of 
them are in need of bask education, health 
care and non-explortative work. The gov- 
ernment has recognized that their numbers 
defy realistic hope of an effective response by 
traditional institutional means and has called 
6n UNICEF to help devise a workable alter- 
native. 

: ! The organization has agreed, and Peter 
Tacon, UNICEFs regional adviser cm the 
resulting “ Children Without Families?’ pro- 


ject, believes that one of the most practical 
approaches is to support honest work by the 
children without attempting to drag them off 
the streets. He says many of the children have 
shown considerable resourcefulness and 
Initiative, In building independent 
- frameworks for survival on the streets and 
that adult-oriented environments can be 
more of a hindrance than a help. 

Tacon says that several of Brazil s23 states 
have had more success working with the chfl- . 
dren’s various subcultures than by trying to 
replace them. For instance, in Sao Paulo 
efforts aim to stabilize the children' s situation 
in the streets without undermining their 
independence, pride, skills, or contacts which 
legitimately sustain them within the commun- 
ity. The children are aDowed to keep their 
jobs in the so-called informal service sector, 
working half the day and attending school for 
the other half until they turn 14. 

At that point, young people typically pass 
to the city payroll and do menial work, like 
street sweeping, for the legal minimum wage. 
During that period their schooling and access 
to bask services continue. After at least a 
year of unskilled city serivee, they have an 
opportunity to transfer to paid apprentice- 
ships m city maintenance shops where they 
might learn plumbing or mechanical skills. 

Tacon says the cost of this initiative has 
been roughly one-tenth that of institutional- 
ization. And over the next two years the 
Brazilian Secretariat of Social Assistance, the 
National Foundation for Child. Welfare of 
Brazil and UNICEF will attempt to Wend 
initiatives of this land into a framework for 
street children elsewhere in the coun

lacquerware, and wooden or metal articles, 
often forming mosaic designs. The Chinese 
call iiJotien. The art was introduced to China 
through India and Thailand. Following the 
Tang ‘ Dynasty, this artistic handicraft 
traveled to Japan and Korea. Today, in 
Taiwan.Lo&ii has become a rare art. But one 
factory in Taoyuan. in northern Taiwan, con- 
tinues to manufacture quality furniture with 
Lotitn designs. 

From Africa to Asia, from India to Iceland, 
it has been fashionable to make bright and 
beautiful seasheUs into ornamental items. 
Africa and Hawaiian girls wear headbands, 
belts bracelets, and anklets made of seasheUs. 
The American Indians wore seashell earrings 
and necklaces. Since American Indian styles 
for ornamental items are popular these days, 
the snail shells found along seashores or 
riversides have become a favorite raw mater- 
ial. Most processed shells produced in 
Taiwan are small and possess natural colors 
or stripes. Species include the tusk shell, cone 
shell, pen shell, miter shell with white stripes, 
sunrise tcllin shell, purpura shell and cone 
shell with spots. 

To match favored fashion colors of the 
year, processed shells can be dyed or painted, 
colored with golden or silver powder or. 


through electroplating, become shining 
ornamental objects. Seashell carving is 
another special skill. Most of the experts 
come from the beach area at Putza in Chiayi 
County, southern Taiwan. However, a por- 
tion of their raw materials must be imported 
from Japan and the Philippines. When mak- 
ing a carved seashell ornament, artisans now 
use carving machines to shape the design. If 
the design is complicated, foe outline must 
first be drawn on foe shell. 

Taiwan, straddled by steep ridges, is also 
girdled with sandy seashores; when foe ocean 
waves roll back offshore, they leave behind 
millions of gifts for dreamers, and for those 
who wrest utilitarian livings from the sea. 

Long-beached shells, eroded by seawater, 
may not appeal to the collector, but are ideal 
materials for button making. Such buttons 
can be made both by hand and machines. 

SeasheUs as small as grains of rice — found 
at Penghu. Taitung. and Kaohsiung — are 
used to “paint" shell pictures. They can be 
arranged to depict mountain and water 
scenes, plus any number of .objects — pine 
trees, cranes, deer, bamboo trees, flowers, 
and birds. Making shell paintings requires 
special patience. NaturaUy. shells with beaut- 
iful colors and shapes are the items of choice .

NEW DELHI (LAT) — The confronta- 
tion at Gopeshwar settlement seemed depre- 
ssingly familiar to the' villagers in India's 
Himalayan foothills. Loggers armed with 
axes and chainsaws and a questionable gov- 
ernment permit were preparing to cut down 
still more trees in foe ash forest the villagers 
rely on in so many ways. 

Frightened but angry, too. the villagers 
rushed into foe forest and threw their arms 
around the trees that had been marked for 
the log g ers* blades. It worked, and foe villa- 
gers not only saved their trees but touched off 
one of the most successful grassroots 
environmental movements in foe world, 
attracting international attention to the indis- 
criminate timbering that threatens the 
ecosystem of the lower Himalayas. 

The movement is called Chipko — a Hindi 
word meaning "to hug” — and its rallying cry 
is. “hug a tree, save a forest." It has no office 
and little organization, yet it flourishes, and 
its message has been heard in distant places. 
“It has brought awareness of India's defores- 
tation problem to a new level.” Narain Bach- 
kheti. inspector general of forests, has said. 

Aside from foe movement's publicity-shy 
principal organizer. Chandi Prasad Bhaft. 
Chipko’s best-known leaders are women. In 
1974. a tough, square-faced woman named 
Caura Devi organized a phalanx of village 
women to prevent a group of lumberjacks 
from entering a forest at Reni. after foe vil- 
lage men had been decoyed away to another 
town. Devi told foe logging foreman that he 
would have to kill her to get at foe trees. The 
loggers retreated. 

More recently, the women came to the 
scene after word leaked out that men of 
another village had sold nearby forest land to 
a commercial potato planter for cash and the 
promise of a school and a dispensary. By 
preventing foe loggers from moving into foe 
forest, foe women got foe sale rescinded. 
Embarrassed village elders worried about foe 
humiliation, but the women rejoiced. Their 
daily walk for firewood, already three miles 
each way. would not be extended. 

Such Chipko protests have led the gov- 
ernment to ban logging above 3.800 feet in 
foe district where the movement is strongest. 
Chipko organizers spread their message 
through environmental conservation camps, 
traipsing to villages that often require days of 
climbing to reach. Students and professional 


volunteers discuss local problems and teach 
basic forest conservation. 

There is little actual tree-hugging any- 
more. The Chipko effort now concentrates 
largely on regenerating land left barren by., 
decades of indiscriminate logging. In foe past* ■ 
three years. Chipko activists have carried out 
what one environmental expert caUed the 
largest completely volunteer reforestation 
campaign anywhere, planting over a million 
saplings in foe Chimoli district hills. 

Studies conducted by tbe Indian Institute 
of Science showed survival rates of trees 
planted by Chipko volunteers as high as 79 
percent double thaT of government programs. 
"What they are doing is rare.” said Anil 
Agarwal. director of the Center for Science 
and Environment, a New Delhi research 
organization with U.N. backing. “It is a peo- 
ple's movement and foe results show the 
involvement” 

In the past few years invitations to Chipko 
leaders to address international forums on 
renewable energy and the environment have 
helped heighten world awareness of foe 
steady destruction of woodlands throughout 
foe lower Himalayan hills. 

India has lost 1 7 .000 square miles of forest, 
an area more than twice foe size of New 
Jersey in foe past three decades, according to 
official figures. Unofficial estimates run up to 
10 times that. 

“1 couldn't conceive of foe Himalayas 
without trees, but we drove for hour after 
hour without seeing a single one." Kamla 
Chowdhiy. a former Ford Foundation con- 
sultant and ecological activist, said after a trip 
into foe foothills last year. 

In a nation where firewood is still the pre- 
ferred domestic cooking fuel, even in many 
urban areas, foe precipitous decline of fore- 
sted acreage and the increasing population 
have raised concern among development 
officials about a possible “firewood famine." 

A U.N. Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion report predicted recently that in the 
year 2000. India would be self-sufficient in 
food but would lack foe firewood to cook it. 

The Indian government in recent years has 
enacted legislation to protect its remaining 
woodlands and has embarked on an acceler- 
ated reforestation program, but its strategy is 
controversial and many argue that its scope is ■ 
insufficient. 

But foe Himalayan villagers who make up 
the Chipko movement rarely think in terms 
of national calamities.

A marvel of engineering 

Highway over the roof of the world boosts border trade

KARACHI —. Among the marvels of the 
art of building is the 1400- mile long Great 
Wall of China, constructed in the 3rd century 
B.C., which stands out even today as one of 
the wonders of the ancient world. 

Another fabulous feat of even greater 
magnitude was the hacking of the 5,000- mile 
long Silk Route in the following century, 
which connected three continents and facili- 
tated movements of the Chinese people, cul- 
tures and human- sciences, and ushered in a 
new era of enlightenment, profitable trade 
and prosperity in ancient times. 

The Chinese produced in those days one 
precious item of cloth which none else in the 
world knew how to make. That was silk, 
which was coveted by all as the “shining 
fabric." Chinese thus came, to be known to 
Romans as"Sares,” or the “silk people." 

The westward trade route was opened to 
the Middle Kingdom in 126 B.C, by China' s 
great traveler Chang Kien, who bad beaded a 
100-man party to bring back to China the 


great tribe of the Yuechi which had been 
driven out of their pastures in northwest 
China to Bactria by a rival horde in about 1 65 
B.C 

In 108 B.C, the great Han Emperor Wu-ri 
spread the supremacy of Chinese power from 
Iris capital at Sian in Shensi to the oasis of 
Sinkiang by this route, which came to be 
known as the Silk Route, mainly because silk 
from China was carried along it to the West- 
ern world. Starting from the Jade Gate in the 
city of Yu- Men in northwestern province of 
Kansu, the caravans of Bactrian camels plod- 
ded laboriously to Tashkent or to Kashgar. 
Beyond these points,. across the Pamirs was 
another world. 

There were three ways that cut across the 
Pamirs: one went from Kashgar to Samar- 
kand across the Terek Pass. The second ran 
through the divide between Altai and 
Trans- Altai ranges and reached Termez on 
the Oxus by Wakban Valley. The third pas- 
sed through the Upper Oxus to Wakhan via 
Khotan and Balkh. Westward from Peshawar 
a route went through the Khyber.'Pass to 
Kabul and from there met the Silk Route at

Balkh. 

Along the SQk Route coursed the traders 
and embassies of yore between Cathay and 
the Western world. Unmindful of the 
hazards, caravans carrying silk, tea and jade 
from China toiled along the Silk Route for 
centuries; some perished on the way, some 
made to the Indus plain beyond the Kbyber 
Pass, others were met by the Parthian traders 
at Tashkent who carried the goods to the Gulf 
where they changed hands for Rome and 
Greece. Journey through the Silk Route 
however became unsafe by tbe middle of tbe 
1 3 th century because of internal tribulations 
and warfare between the hostile tribes in 
Central Asia which had served as a natural 
gateway to Europe and the Orient. As a 
result, the adventof fifteenth century witnes- 
sed the land-caravan route losing its promi- 
nence to the sea. 

The border trade appears to have been 
revived by the British in the late century bet- 
ween Kashgar and Gilgit after establishing a 
British agency at the latter point in 1877. 
.TTiis, however, was not of much significance 


Indonesia develops 11 wildlife parks

BALI, Indonesia^ (Depthnevvs) -Mount-, 
ing public ooncern over the extinction of pre- 
cious wildlife in this fabled tourist island has 
pushed the central government into.a frenzy 
of activities. ' 

Eleven new wildlife sanctuaries .are being 
developed, in addition to -the five others 
already existing. Tbe beneficiaries of the 
nationwide conservation effort i n cludes the 
Bali starling, tbe island's only . endemic bird. 

Conservationists, sayt he re are only about 
200 Bali starling left in the island after years 
of uncontrolled hunting. News ofthe nearing 
extinction of the bird was greeted with dis- 
may by the islanders, and triggered pressures 
on the government to launch a coherent con- 
servation campaign: • 

Bali has a precious few wildlife to speak of. 
The Bali tiger (paatkem tigris baltett) is 
believed to be already extinct. Tbe only top 
line wildlife still existing are rusa deer, wild 
pig and an assortment of 65 species of birds, 
but all are in danger of extinction. Most of the 
birds, rusa deer and wfld pigs have been dis- 
lodged from tbe rest of die island and forced 
‘ to take refuge i n an endangered zone .in the 
western tip of Bali 

The blue-eared Kasturi bird has found a 
sanctuary in Man use la, Seram in the Maluku 
island group, while the Maleo bird and tbe 
dwarf buffalo ( amoa ) are found only in 
Durooga, north Sulawesi 

All of these animals and fowls are . pro- 
tected by law from human predators, but the 
government? s action may have come a bit 
late. Natural attrition, as well as man- 
inflicted damage, has reduced the wildlife 
population to dangerous levels. 

But the government has stepped in, and the 
whole north Sulawesi has been declared a 
national park pending the finalization of legal 
documents to set aside the whole region as a 
wildlife sanctuary. 

Bali Barat, Manusela and Duraoga are 
three of the i 1 areas declared by the govern- 
ment last Oct. 14 as wikllife reservations. The 
announcement was made by tbe forestry 
director general Sudjarwo during the Third 
World Congress on national parks held in 
Bali. 

The 11 new wildlife parks have a total land 
area of 2.25 million hectares,, with Kerind- 
Scblet in western Sumatra having the largest 
area at 1.4 -million hectares.

Wartono said the national parks have four 
mam uses; conservation of plants and ani- 
mals, as places of scientific research, as places 
for information and education, and as places 
of recreation. 

Theoretically, human settlement in 
national parks is banned. Bin in Indonesia, 
especially in Java, squatters have built bouses 
close to national parks. The , squatting prob- 
lem in the wildlife reservations has exposed 
the parks to the ravages of illegal log-cutting. 

To minimize the destruction of the wildlife 
reservations, Wartono said his office has 
started developing a pattern of land-use to 
keep people living near tbe parks from des- 
troying the reservations. 

A major thrust of tbe plan will be creation 
of employment and means of livelihood for 
tbe people so as to discourage them from 
making incursions into the forest reserves. 

The government also plans to set up 
natural barriers to keep people off restricted 
areas. The Mali Barat National Park has a 
total area of 19,647 hectares, of which over

The" governmenf s dilemma in the Bali 
Barat case is how to make commercial planta- 
tions serve as efficient buffer zones. While 
some -officials insist that the natural forests 
should be protected against human depreda- 
tions, they- have failed to offer realistic solu- 
tions to the equally pressing problem of what 
. to do with the people living near tbe reserva- 
tions. 

One proposed solution is to confine the 
• livelihood activities of the people to certain 
dearly designated areas. Those supporting 
this proposal claim that this would prevent 
people from encroaching on forest reserves, 
whether, their purpose is to establish resi- 
dences there, or merely cut down trees or 
hunt. But this solution would entail massive 
security problems that the country is not 
ready to undertake. 

In Baluran, East Java, fishermen are 
allowed access only to designated coastal 
areas of the park to catch fish. But opponents 
of tbe proposal to confine tbe activities ofthe 
people to certain areas ofthe parks claim that 
such a plan would almost certainly be difficult 
to enforce. 

Ignorance among the people of the value of 
rare animals remains tbe most pressing prob- 
lem of wildlife conservationists. In Jambi, 
Central Sumatra, for instance, about 30 man 
speared to death a two-hom female rhino last 
Sept. 13 near a farmer’s cropland. 

It was the first time that the same species 
was seen in Central Sumatra in the last 10 
years. It is not known how many Sumatran 
rhinos still exist, but tbe death of a two- boro 
rhino was definitely a big blow to Indonesia's 
wildlife conservation efforts. 



and even this was stopped in 1949, when tbe 
Silk Route was closed following the Com- 
munist takeover of Sinkiang. The British 
Consulate at Kashgar, which oversaw the 
trade, was also closed down in the same year. 

Border trade between Pakistan and China 
was revived 20 years later in 1969, after the 
demarcation of boundaries between the two 
countries In 1963, followed by the finaliza- 
tion of details and signing of an agreement 
between the two governments on Oct. 21, 
1967, to “facilitate overland trade between 
the Gilgfr Agency on the Pakistan side and 
Sinkiang on the Chinese side." 

For this purpose, the ancient caravan route 
was revived and a 500-mile dual-carriage 
highway was carved out of the world's 
toughest mountains and glaciers by Pakistan 
Army engineers and Chinese experts, linking 
Pakistan with China along the ancient Silk 
Route. 

On June 18, 1978, Pakistan and China 
jointly opened the Karakoram Highway, 
carved out of the mountains by 40,000 Pakis- 
tani and Chinese soldiers, engineers and 


workers. The 883-km road, described as a 
marvel of high-altitude engineering, took 12 
years to build and a toll of 500 Pakistani and 
Chinese lives. 

Tbe highway takes off from Havelian, near 
Abbotabad, 101 km from the Pakistan capi- 
tal, Islamabad, and snakes through the Indus 
Kohistan, joining Gilgit and Hunza, climbing 
all the way up to the 15,000 feet high Khun- 
jerab Pass near Mintaka to cross into China. 
In the same year, under another agreement 
the construction of about 100 miles of the 
highway from Khunjerab Pass southward to 
Kashgar was assigned to the Chinese 
engineers. 

Thus, 13 years later, on Aug. 27, 1 982, the 
Karakoram highway, linking Pakistan's 
northern areas with Chinese Sinkiang was 
inaugurated by the representatives of the two 
governments, and the hitherto sensitive 
areas, where the.frontiers of five countries — 
Pakistan, Afghanistan, China, India and the 
Soviet Union converge — were formalty 
opened to civilian traffic. • 

Apart from its geopolitical importance, tbe 


northern area has a lure for tbe hardy clim- 
bers on account of its cluster of some of tbe 
world's highest peaks and glaciers, namely, 
the K-2 (Mount Godwin Austin), the second 
highest mountain in the world, 28,250 feet, 
followed closely by Nanga Parbat, 26,600 
feet, and Mount Rakaposhi, 25,500 feet high. 
The area has another 19 mountain peaks of 

25,000 feet height, some of them yet 
unsealed, and another 30 of lesser heights 
huddled within 15 miles of each other in Bal- 
tistan (adjoining Gflgit). in what is known as. 
tbe mountaineer’s paradise. 

By opening up a hitherto closed region, the 
Karakoram Highway will not only provide a 
boost to the present border trade between 
Pakistan and China, but will also provide vast 
opportunities for promotion of tourist trade 
along the ~Marcopolo Route' besides attracting 
serious scholars,' pre-historians, archaeolog- 
ists and social anthropologists for whom an 
entirely new vista has now been opened. And 
finally, it would attract the big game hunters 
looking for some of the rare species of the 
ibex, the Markhore, and the Maroopolo 
sheep available onlypn this part of the world.
